TERMS 17 LAWLESS RAID 
OW PUBLIC TREASURY 


American Line, He Asserts, Will Be 
Chief Beneficiary Under Bill. 
Senator Frye Shows Pur- 
pose To Force an Ear- 
ly Vote. 


Washington, January 29.—Senator Frye 
gave notice in the senate today that he 
intended to keep the shipping bil] to the 
front, even as against appropriation bills, 
not yielding to them without a vote of 
the senate; It indicates a disposition on 
the part of the senate leaders tu force to 
an early issue the question whether the 
shipping bill is going to pass at this ses- 
sion. 

Senator Turner, of Washington, spoke 
today in severe arraignment of ‘the bill. 
declaring it to be a “lawless, piratical raid 
On the pwblic treasury,’’ in the interest 
of a few private beneficiaries, and com- 
mitting the government to expenditures 
ageregating $270,000,000. The committee 
amendments were informally agreed to. 

The Indian appropriation bill was 
passed. 

Mr. Butler, after stating that he was 
absent yesterday when ‘the paper pur- 
porting to be the credentials’ of Senator- 
elect Simmons, of North Carolina, was 
presented, offered a resolution for the 
reference of that document to the eom- 
mittee on privileges and elections. He 
paid he recognized that the question was 
one requiring the attention of the next 
congress, but that he introduced this 
resolution as ‘a notice,’’ and he asked 
that it lie on the table. 

Mr. Hoar made an ineffectual effort to 
secure consideration of the bill increas- 
ine the salaries of judges of the United 
States supreme court, and of federal 
courts throughout the country. A motion 
for such consideration was voted down.

South Dakota, and the 
Puyallup agency, Washington, which iad 
been struck out by the committee. The 
amendments met epirited opposition, Mr. 
Platt, of Connecticut, urging that it was 
time to do &way with agencies in localit- 
ties where. the Indians had become civil- 
ized to the extent of adopting the habits 
and dress of civilization. The amendment 
to the Indian bill relating to a joist vom- 
mission of senators and representatives 
_to visit Indian reservations was reconsid- 
ered and disagreed to, and the new 
amendment agreed to committing the in- 
quiry to the Indian department. 

The Indian appropriation bill finaily was 
pessed; also the bill amending the law in 
relation to suits in Indian cases. 

Turner Attacks Shipping Bill. 

The shipping bill was taken up, and Mr. 
Frye, of Maine, in charge of the measure, 
stated that he did not intend to yield 
further to any other bills, not even ap- 
propriation bills, unless the senate by a 
vote placed appropriation bills ahead. 

Mr. Turner, of Washington, said the bill 
was cne of the most extraordinary meas- 
ures ever brought before congress. It 
was vicious in principle and absurd in the 
extravagance to which it proceeded. It 
had beer. devised by a select committee of 
private parties, aided by distinguished 
counsel with less coneideration of the 
public welfare than of the private inter- 
ests concerned. He did not. he said, im- 
pugn the motives of those in congress ad- 
vocating the bill, but he considered the 
measure a striking instance of the strict- 
ly business policy of the party in power 
and its readiness to listen to any project 
in behalf of wealth as against the inter- 
ests of the people. Mr. Turner said he 
had been appealed to to support the bill 
on the ground that it would help his 
state. But he declared it was not calcu- 
lated to benefit any community, but 
rather to enrich a few private indivduals. 
He maintained also that the bill was pa- 
ternalism carried to an extreme. It wag 
‘ one-quarter government paternalism and 
three-quarters a “lawless, piratical raid 
on the public treasury.” 

The only consideration given to the far- 
mers by this bil, Mr. Turner said, was 


for the purpose of providing a sauce to! 


force this “astrocious and villainous con- 
coction down the throats of the American 
People.”’ 

He declared that the subsidy bill would 
commit the government to expenditures 
aggregating  $270,000,000. This he, said. 
was a mere gift to a favored industry 
and he predicted that the time would 
s00n come when the ship owners of the 
United States would build their own 
* ships independently of governmental aid. 
He predicted that much of such legisla- 
tion as this would work the ruin of the 
republican party. 

Mr. Turner contended that, contrary to 
the popular belief the subsidies provided 
for by the bill were to continue for thirty 
years. He had been surprised, he sa:d, 
to learn that the subsidies were to con- 
tinue for a longer period than twenty 
years and he was sure that popular opin- 
jon. had accepted the shorter period as 
the correct one. 

Mr. Frye reminded Mr. Turner that 
there is pending an amendment to the 
bill ‘limiting the payment on existing 
ships to ten years. 

Big Sums for American Line. 


Mr. Turner asserted that we already 
‘bave, or very soon will have, a suflicient 
tonnage to absorb $11,756,349 under the bill 
if that amount were allowed. This, he 
said, demonstrated that the full $9,000,000 
allowed annually for subsidies would be 
required from the beginning. He declar- 
ed that under the provisions of the bill 
the American line would receive $2,188,509, 
or almost one-quarter of the entire 
amount to be paid out annually. ° 

Mr. Frye said that the commiitee on 
commerce had reported amendments 
which prohibited the company from 

* ng in more than six roreign ships. 
Continuing, Mr. Turner said that the 
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American line appeared to make a raid 
upon the nation’s vaults. 

Mr. Turner said all the world outside of 
the United States pays less than $20,000,000 
annually in the way of ship subsidies 
This country was preparing to pay al- 
most half as much when it ‘Is admitted 


} that our tonnage is not one-hundredth 


part of the tonnage of the wofld. He 
argued that outside of the vicious prin- 
ciple of the bill the greatest objection to 
the bill is found in the fact that it will 
retard instead of advance American ship 
building. The result of such legislation 
would be that ship owners would build 
Ships for fereigners far more cheaply 
than they wou'd build American vessels. 
He asserted that the proposed sunpsiday 
would amount to more than 10% per cent 
of the capital invested in shipping. The 
Ship owners, he said, never wou!d con- 
sent to a division of this bonus with the 
ship builders. ; 

Mr. Perkins’ took exception to the pro- 
vision of the_bil] limitinz the amount of 
subsidy to go to ships buii: on the Pacific 
écast [0 3 ner cent of the whole amount. 
Mr, Frye replied that no more had been 
asked before the committee. 

Mr. Perkins said he had agreed .to the 
reporting of the b‘ll but that he never 
would consent to giving subsidies to for- 
eign-bullt ships. : 

“Then,”’ said Mr. Frye, 
the bill?’’ 

“Oh, no,” replied Mr. Perkins, ‘i 
vote for it.’”’ 

“If you strike out the provision for for- 
eign ips I :will leave. the b‘ll,’”’. replied 
Mr. ye. “You would be forty years 
in getting a merchant marine without it.’’ 

Mr. Aldrich ‘offeréd ‘an ‘amendment 
limiting contracts under the bill to fifteen 
years instead. of twenty and-zgiving no 
premium for speed above eighteen knots. 

After a brief executive session the sen- 
ate at 6:30 mn m. adjourned. 


WON’T GIVE UP WITHOUT ROW 


President of Maryville College Will 
- Contest New Law. 
Knoxville, Yenn., January 29.—(pe- 
cial.)—A lengthy interview was given out 
today by Dr. S. W. Boardman, president 
of Maryland college, the only institution 
to ve affected by the racial co-education 
bill which has passed the senate and 
house at NashviHe. Dr. Boardman states 
that the college will not surrender to the 
provisions of this law without litication, 
which mezy be earried tuo the United States 
supreme court. He claims that the Dill 
is unconstitutional, and the staté has no 
right to discriminate between white and 
colored; also the state cannot deny the 
college privilege of co-education of races 
when it has granted the college a charter 
expressly. proyiding for such education. 
Dr. Boardman cites a declaration of the 
directors several years ago, whtreby, 
when.this subject came up, the college 
made sacred pledges and solemn contracts 
with donors who provided in-th2ir dona- 
tions that the college should be for ne-

FIGHT FOR RICE’S MILLIONS. 


One of Heirs at Law Asks Court To 
Name Receiver. 

New York, January 29.—Charles W. Rice, 
one of the heirs at law and next of kin 
to William Marsh Rice, the aged mil- 
Honaire, who died in September under sus- 
picious circumstances, appeared by his 
counsel today before Surrogate Fitzger- 
ald and asked that a temporary adminis- 
trator be appointed to take charge of the 
estate left by Wittam M. Rice. 

Counsel said that Charles W. Rice and 
the other heirs at law of the dead mil- 
lionaire were anxious to have the court 
name a competent administrator to man- 
age the vast estate left by their dead rel- 
ative, so that it. would not be wasted 
during the pendency and final determi- 
nation of the contésts over the two al- 
leged wills of the decedent. 

Counsel] pbserved that a suit was pend- 
ing to set aside certain assignments of 
property disposed of by the will which 
it was sought to have declared a forgery. 
He therefore asked that the person ap- 
pointed temporary administrator be one 
of the lawyers who had been intimately 
connected with the litigation up to the 
nresent, as the same questions would arise 
in the proceedings before the surrogate 
and the supreme action. . 

Counsel for the other heirs agreed with 
the suggestion and the surrogate’ reserved 
his decision. 


HEAVY LOSS CAUSED BY FIRE 


Property Valued at Nearly $700,000 
Destroyed at Des Moines. 


Des Moines, Iowa, January 29.—Property 
losses estimated at $682,000, with $600,000 
insurance, were sustained in a fire early 
today in the business districts of this city. 
The losses are estimated as follows: 

Frankel Bres., department store, $400,- 
000, insurance $300,000; Younker Bros., 345,- 
000: A. & I. Frelich, stcck $35,000; Utica 
Clothing Company, building $11,000; C. H. 
Seeley, $10,000; Des Moines Nationai bank, 
$5,000; Marx building, $3,000; Sneer build- 
ing, $3,000; C. W. Robb company, $10,900; 
Iowa Telephone Company, $7,000; Des 
Moines City Railway Company, $3,000; 
losses to occupants of office rooms, $60,000. 

A patrolman discovered the fire shortly 
after 3 o'clock in the basement cf Frankel 
Bros.’ department store. A general alarm 
was turned in, but before thé fire depart- 
ment could make any impression on the 
flames, which had by this time spread 
with vemarkable rapidity through the 
building, it was seen that much valuabie 
property adjoining was beginning to burn. 
The firemen immediately devoted their 
energy to surrounding property. At 6 a. 
m. the fire was under contrcl. 


TO GET TOGETHER ON STEEL 


Carnegie and Morgan Interests May 
‘Reach Agreement. 


Pittsburg January 29.—The plans of the 
Carnegie Steel Company to enter the fin- 
ishing lines of steel manufacture are still 
thé subject of comment in industrial cir- 
cles. President Schwab, of the Carnegie 
companv, left for New York last night, 
to hold, it is said, a conference with of- 
ficials of the National Tube Company and 
other officials of the Morgan interests at 
which tmportant agreements affecting the 
steel situation are to be considered. It 
is said that the plan is now to arrange 
a series of agreements covering the spe- 
cialties of the various big combinations 
and either allow term contracts for ma- 
terial or pay a subsidy to keep the trade 
within the lines drawn by the formation 
of the combinations. This means that the 
merchant mills will be allowed to pro- 
duce material for the trust and possibly 
the abandonment or curtailment of some 
of the plans of the big combinations to 
control special lines from the ore to the

Messenger Sent to United States 
Legation at Caracas To 
~— Implore Aid,

Cannot’ Hoidi:- Out Long—Strict

Diplomatic Messages 
Tampered. 


Port of Spain, Trinidad, January 29.—Ac- 
cording to advices received today from 
Caracas, a trustworthy engineer, who 
has ‘arrived there from Pitch Lake, re- 
ports that the situation is disastrous. He 


negroes who were employed to do police 
duty fled’ when the insurgents began fir- 
ing into’ the jungles, only twenty-five 
Americans |being left to protect the. prop- 
erty and: lives'of»American families. The 
messenger from the lake implored the 
United States legation at Caracas to af- 
ford protection, saying that ehe lives and 
property of .Americans were exposed to 
guerrilla attacks, firing around the lake 
going on nightly, and the Americans be- 
ing-té6o few to hold: out long. United 
States Minister Loomis, according to the 
advices, replied that he would wire the 
facts to Washington. 

Mr. Olcott, the Orinoco manager, had 
returned from Caracas, where he went 
to try to arrange for the release of the 
steamers and schooners captured by a 
Venezuela gunboat near Trinidad. The 
British owner flew the Venezuelan flag 
and the crew were not shot. The revo- 
lution in eastern Venezuela near the 
asphalt deposits {is increasing, but the 
disturbances .are remote from Caracas, 
which remains tranquil. 2 

‘Insurgents Take a Town. 

Information that has reached Port of 
Spain says that the insurgents have re- 
taken Carupano and will attack Cumana 
soon. Steamers afe not allowed to land 
passengers or mails at Carupano. The 


commander ef the French cruiser Suchet, 
which lies there, confirms this Intellig 


| and ‘the reported activity of the insur- | 


gents. It appears that.an attempt to cap- 
ture Ciudad Bolivar. eapital of the state 
of Bolivar, about thirty-five miles mp. the 
Orinoco, is likely to be made soon, as the 
insurgents have received a large supply 
of arms expected. 

Cables to the Trinidad papers from Ca- 
racas are severely censored. The Vene- 
zuelan government threatens three Amer- 
ican reporters with forcible expulsion and 
is rigorously suppressing press dispatches 
to.the United States. Even diplomatic 
messages are tampered with. 

Investigations made by a correspondent 
of the Associated Press show that the 
vessel recently burned by the Venezuelan 
gunboat Miranda was a Venezuelan 
schooner and not a sloop carrying the 
British flag. 

Government Troops Defeated. 


According to information which reaches 
this port, the Island of Plato, situated 
off the port of Guirla, is in the power 
of the Venezuelan revolutionists, who are 
said to have defeated the government 
troops commanded by Géneral Velutini in 
the neighborhood of Irapa. The Venezue- 
lan government, however, officially denies 
‘this. 

All is quiet on the island of Marguerite, 
where the people who fled from Carupano 
sought refuge, and who were arrested as 
suspicious persons. 

The Venezuelan government continues 
to send troons to Cumana and advices 
from Barcelona say that the government 
troops in that neighborhood are pursuing 
the insurgents very actively. 

The dispute between the Bermudez and 
New York Asvhalt Company and the 
Venezuela government is still unsettled. 
United States Minister Loomis, not wish- 
ing to cause further difficulties with 
the Venezuelan government at-this time, 
has, it is said, postponed the presentation 
of an ultimatum on the subject. United 
States war vessels are expected. The 
Venezuelan government has advised the 
Bermudez company to appeal to the Vene- 
zuelan courts, but the company refuses 
to do so, alleging that the courts are 
under the influence of President Castro. 
On the other hand, it is said the United 
States minister is making an inquiry into 
the dispute and that as soon as it is end- 
ed attempts to cancel the concessions 


of the Bermudez company will no longer 
be tolerated. 
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CHOCTAWS WILL BACK CREEKS 


IN CARRYING OUT ANCIENT LAWS 


Muskogee, I. T., January 2.—Crazy 
Snake's alleged federal authority to re- 
sume the old Creek laws which he used 
in persuading his ignorant followers to 
rebe] against the Curtis act, was revealed 
today when Indian Agent Schoenfeldt and 
Tams Bixby, members of the Dawes com- 
mission, returned from a visit to the 
Choctaw nation. At South McAlester 
they secured the following letter from 
the interior department: ; 

“Washington, October 11, 1900.—Chitto 
Harjo, Wetumpka, I. T. Dear Sir: In 
answer to your inquiry regarding the en- 
forcing of the treaties will state that 
every section containing in them will be 
enforced to the letter. 

“THOMAS RYAN, 
.‘Acting Secretary.” 

This, with other letters of a similar 
ngture from Washington officials shown 
‘ke Crazy Snake to the disgruntled Creeks 
and Choctaws,. undoubtedly started the 
present trouble. Messrs. Schoenfeldt and 
Bixby learned on their trip that the 
‘Snake band among the ‘Choctaws, who 


recently deposed Governor Dukes, in- 
tend to instal] Daniel Bell as their new 
governor within a few days. It now 
seems that since the soldiers have vegun 
their work in the Creek nation a disturb- 
ance is likely to break out In the Choc- 
taw nation. Commissioner Bixby, iwho 
drove out twelve miles from South Mc- 
Alester and interviewed Daniel Bell, 
learned from the latter that the Choc- 
taws are stil] set in their determination 
to carry out the old laws, insisting that 
they have the federal government behind 
them, 

An Appeal for Peace. 

Washington, January 293.—Delegates of 
the Muskogee nation in this city today is- 
sued the following address to citizens of 
the nation relative to disturbances in the 
Indian Territory: 

“Washington, D. C., January 29, 1901.— 
To the Citizens of the Muskogee Nation: 
The updersigned delegates, authorized by 
act of our national council and ayppoint- 
ment of our principal chief and confirmed 
by the council, as provided in the con- 
‘stitution of the Muskogee nation, to 


represent the nation at the city of Wash- 
ington, in the matter of perfecting the 
treaty between the nation and tie United 
States, regret that some discontent has 
arisen among our people and that the 
public peace hag been threatened. We 
have b2en assured by all officials of the 
government that no recognition has beer 
or will be given those who claim to have 
authority to put in force the old laws 
and treaties which have been modified 
from time to time to meet changinx con- 
ditions and who are resisting the policy 
of alloting our lands, The only govern- 
ment of the Muskogee nation is the con- 
stitutional government, ot which Pleas- 
ant Porter is chief, and which is repre- 
sented by our national council as now 
constituted. We earnestly entreat all of 
our people to render true faith and allegi- 
ance to the government of the Muskogee 
nation as thus constituted. The rights of 
all of our people will be fully protected 
by the peaceable and lawful means of 
the United States courts, whose authority 
is ample. 

‘We are confident that the treaty now 
perkiing, and in conference, will: be rati- 
fied by congress in a very short time

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COUNT TOLSTOI, 
Russian, Whose Life Has Bee n Given to Literary Work Is Dan- 
gerously Ill. 
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Scion of Nobility Who Is Commoner at Heart 
‘Is Nearing End of Life. 
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St. Petersburg, January 29.—Count Tol- | Though born to wealth and title, he is @ 
stol, Russian novelist and 


sccial reformer, is again seriously ill. His 


commoner by preference, and has devoted 
his long life in propagating his pecullar 
religious views of the brotherhood of man 
and the advancement of the common peo- 
ple to a higher order of life—sccial and 
religious. He is the chicf apostle of the 
school of realism and the leader of the re- 
form movement which has spread over 
the world: His works were written with 
excellent judgment. He is a man of 
genius, and he was sincere in his views. 
Count Tolstoi’s aristocratic lineage may 
be traced back to Count Piotr Tolstoil, a

physicians and close associates have de- 
spaired of his recovery, and an early 


death is expected. 


Count Leo Tolstoi, or Lyeff, was born 
at Yasnaya Polyana, Russia, {in 1828. His 
reputation as a novelist of the highest 
orler is known to the reading world. Hts 
principal works are ‘‘War and Peace,” 
printed about forty years ago, and ‘‘An- 
na Karenina,’’ which appeared about a

Bie his attack raised a host of defenders 


and his amendment to reduce the appro-

The earlier portion of the session was 
enlivened by a sequel ‘to the exchange 
between Mr. Flynn, of Oklahoma, and 
Mr. Stephens, of Texas, yesterday, when 
the lie was almost passed. Mr. Stephens 
again denied and Mr. Fiynn again re- 
iterated his charges in connection with 
the passage of the bill ro ratify the Ki- 
owa and Commanche agreement 
at the last session. 

Under a question of privilege Mr. 
Stephens read the language used by Mr. 
Flynn. 

Mr. Stephens said it was unfortunate 
for Mr. Flynn that he himself had intro- 
duced a bill in January, 1900, which con- 
tained the identical language which he 
now charged was surreptitiously inserted 
in the bill. He_indignantly repelled the 
insinyation to which Mr. F'iynn had given 
utterance, 

A Sharp Colloquy. 

Mr. Flynn arose and declared emphati- 
cally that when the bill passed no one on 
the floor except Mr. Stephens knew the 
section was in the bill. : 

“Would we have allowed a section to 
go in,” he asked, “‘which permitted whites 
to take without compensation lands we 
were allotting to the Indians.” 

“Did not yqu introducg a bill containing 
similar language?’ asked Mr. Stephens. 

“IT had sufficient confidence in the gen- 
tleman at that time,’”’ retorted Mr. Flynn. 
“What led to the investigation which 
unearthed the facts,’’ he continued, ‘‘was 
that the moment the bill passed the gen- 
tleman from Texas telegraphed his 
friends to go into the lauds and locate 
claims.”’ 

“Did you not telegraph your friends?’ 
interposed Mr. Stephens. 

“Yes, that the bill had passed, but I 
insist that the investigation developed the 
fact that thé gentleman from Texas was 
the only member of either house who 
knew the mining clause was in the bill.”’ 

“That statement,’”’ said Mr. Stephens, 


raising his arm threateningly, ‘‘is utterly 


unfounded and I believe it is knowingly 
and maliciously made.” 

Mr. Flynn retorted that he received 
this information on a visit to the reser- 
vation.

political rights of colored men. Personal- 
ly, he said he cared little about the reduc- 
tion of representation in the south. True, 
he said, it would further intrench the 
republican party in power and enable it 
te dispense with the loyal support of the 
negro race. Some members of the repub- 
lican party, he said, “‘the lily whites,’’ 
after receiving the support of the negroes 
for years, now appeared to believe they 
had grown a little too good for associa- 
tion with them... But such, he thanked 
God, were comparatively few in num- 
ber. 

Congressman White declared that the 
negro on the threshold of the twentieth 
century was to be reckoned with. He 
was no longer the negro of forty years 
ago. Since that time illiteracy among 
the members of his race had decreased 
45 per cent. His race now included 2,000 
lawyers and as many physicians; the ne- 
groes had $12,000,000 of school property 
and $40,000,000 of church property; they 
owned 140,000 homes and farms of the 
value of $750,000,000, and personal property 
to the anrount of $170,000,000. All this, he 
said, his race had accomplished in the 
face of almost insurmountable obstacles— 
lynehings, burnings, disfranchisement— 
and notwithstanding the fact that the 
door of every trade was closed against 
the negro. The negro, he said, who had 
done the country’s work for two and one- 
half centuries, would not always remain 
poor. There was plenty of room at the 
top and the negro was climbing. He 
spoke, he said, in behalf of an outraged, 
broken-hearted, bruised and bleeding peo- 
ple but a faithful and industrious one. 
On their behalf he asked no special fa- 
vors, but only a fair field. As he finished 
the public galleries, which . were filled 
with colored people, applauded vigor- 
ously. 

Mr. Gaines, of Tennessee, spoke upon 
the general question of the constitutional 


rlimits' of the United States. 


Mr. Corliss, of Michigan, made an at- 
tack upon the work of the bureau of ani- 
mal industry. The growth of this bureau 
and the appropriations therefor, he de- 
clared, was altogether too rapid.

After this incident a host of defenders 
came to fhe rescue of the bureau of anl- 
mal industry and the amendment was 
overwhelmingly defeated. 

Mr. Mann, of Illinois, made a point of 
order against the provision to empower 
the secretary of agriculture to inspect 
dairy products for exportation.

Young Man Who Killed Physician 
Now in Prison. 


HE WAS FOUND IN SAVANNAH

He Declares He Left Home Because 
He Feared Mob Vio- 
lence, 


Savannah, Ga., January 29.—(Special.)—~ 
Leon Roberts, the young man who shot 
and fatally wounded Dr. Warren Dedge 
in Appling county December 22d last, 
was arrested here today. Dr. Dedge, who 
was a prominent citizen of Appling, had 
a quarrel with F. M. Roberts, father of 
Leon Roberts, about some crossties. The 
two had a personal difficulty. Later in 
the day Dr. Dedge returned to the scene 
with his father and the difficulty was 
renewed. Dedge had Roberts down on 
the ground choking him, when Leon Rob- 
erts intervened, shooting Dr. Dedge 
through the body near the heart.

IRISHMEN.FIND NO GOOD 


IN ENGLAND’S DEAD QUEEN 


New York, January 29.—At ihe regular 
monthly meeting of the United Irish 
American societies, sixty-eight organiza- 
tions being present, resolutions were 
passed unankmovsly reading in part as 
follows: 

“The population of Ireland, a land flow- 
ing with milk and honey, and capable. 
according to <he best authorities, of sup- 
porting more than 20,000,000 of people in 
ease and comfort, has been reduced from 
more than eighty and one-half to less 
than four and one-half millions of people, 
the actua] number of Irish people who 
have died of starvation in the midst of 
plenty during ‘Queen Victoria's reign is 
more than 1,250,000; more than 4,000,000 of 
people, according to the same authority, 
have been compelled to emigrate from 
Ireland to foreign countries; the manu- 
facturing industries of the country have 
been steadily discoureged and as far as 
possible stamped out. 


“Everything which could be done to im- 
poverish and depopulate the country—tc 
reot out the people from their native soil 
and drive them to seek other homes in 
alien lands; to break their spirit and make 
ef them slaves and outcasts—has been 
done under Victoria’s reign and with her 
full connivance and concent, 

“‘We denounce the reign of Victoria as 
one long act of bloodshed. murder, cruelty 
and cant, and insist that when its history 
is truly written and the - influence of 
snobbery, flunkeyism and toadyism is re. 
mcved it will be looked back upon as 
one in which English wealth and power 
both properly passed their zenith and en- 
tered upon a rapid and permanent decline 
—as one in which, despite the material 
progress made by England in the earlier 
and middle paki thereof, greatcr injustice, 
more cruelty, grosser wrong, were in- 
flicted upon humanity in general and 
upon the Irish in particular than in the 
reign of any other English monarch.”

Washington, January 29.—(Special.)—Ac- 
cording to the information received here 
today Colonel Buck may be expected in 
Atlanta before he reaches Washington.

KENTUCKY REPUBLICANS 


WILL MAKE HARD FIGHT 


Lexington, Ky., 
That there will be a bitter fight made 
by the republicans in the next senatorial 
contest is already evident on the surface 
and the fight wil] be almost, if not quite 
as bitter within party lines for the nom- 
ination as it will be after a candidate 
has been selected. The democrats feel 
confident that they will go into the next 
general assembly with a handsome ma- 
jority in both the senate and the house 
of representatives, but the republicans 
think they have a chance and have 
opened state headquarters ag Louisville. 
Chairman C. M. Barnett, of the state cen- 
tral committee, will have the direction 
of the office and he will be Supplied with 
a Suitable force of stenographers and 
clerks. It will be the purpose to see that 
a vigorous campaign is conducted in ev- 
ery county in the state for state senator 
and state representative and to send re- 
publican speljbinders and republican mon- 
ey Into the close counties in the hope 
of returning a republican majority in the 
general assembly. 

Already a number of names have been 
suggested as probable republican candl- 
dates, among them those of former Gov- 
ernor William O. Bradley, Leslie Combs, 
who was chairman of the state campaign 
committee during the presidential elec- 
tion; Revenue Commissioner W. Yerkes 
and Dr. Godfrey Hunter, whose mem- 
orable campaign against Senktor J. C..S. 
Blackburn, when the troops were called 
out and stationed around the legtslative 
halls, is yet spoken of by politicians. Sen- 
ator W. J. Deboe, the incumbent, is re- 
garded as the machine candidate for the 
place, and unless Yerkes or Bradley de- 
velops unexpected strength will probably 
have the call. Deboé has proven a 
shrewder politician than many have 
given him credit for being, and his rec- 
ommendations to the president for ap- 
pointments for the various government 
positions in the state have shown him to 
be a man who looks into the future. He 
has selected men who will remember their 
obligations to him and who at the same 
time are as good as any of the applicants 
for the same positions. 

Senator Deboe is also blocking Govern- 
or Bradley’s senatorial aspirations by 
urging his appointment as a_ federal 
judge, in case the bill dividing the state 
into two judicial districts passes the 
senate, where it is now pending. 

It has been openly hinted that there is 
much dissatisfaction in the republican 
ranks between the. Deboe and the Brad- 
ley-Combs factions. Mr. -ombs at a re- 
cent meeting of the state central com- 
mittee, was forced to give up the party 
records which he had obtained while 
chairman of the campaign committee in 
the state. By means of a skillful hand- 
ling of proxies .y Postmaster C. E. Sapp, 
of Louisville, Deboe’s ally, a majority of 
the committee was obtained against him 
and he had to surrender the papers. Mr. 
Combs has evaded a direct answer to the 
question of whether or not he will be a 
candidate for the senate, but his answer 
has been a practical admission that he 
will run. Mr. warrett and the Sapp wing 
of the Louisville republicans, are known 
to favor Deboe, and Mr. Combs evidently 
suspected that the state headquarters, 
which have been established at Louis- 
ville, were for the sole purpose of aid- 
ing Senator Deboe’s candidacy to the ex- 
clusion of all other candidates. Even at 
this early day signs of open dissatisfac- 
tion can be seen in the ranks of the re- 
publicans and bitterness and dissension, 
and perhaps and open rupture, is looked 
for before the fall canvass has reached 
its height.

Such a number of land 
Suits are filed in the mountain courts 
that an attorney from that section re- 
cently made the remark that “every 
mountain lawyer had to be a real estate 
man." The buying up of large tracts 
of undeveloped lands by eastern and Bneg- 
lish capitalists and the subsequent squat- 
ting on them by mountain families is 
source of trouble 
when a question of title presents itself in 
court. 

A sudden check *was given the reform 
movement in Louisville by a decision of 
Police Judge Buckley that there is no 
law in the state of Kentucky against pool- 
rooms and that unless the proprietors 
allow their places to become disorderly 
so that the charge of keeping a disorderly 
house can be preferred, there is no way 
of attacking the evil. He went further 
and declared that the police had no au- 
thority under the law to raid such a 
place without a warrant and that the 
proprietors would be justified in resist- 
ing such an arrest. He declared that the 
playing of euchre for prizes was unlaw- 
ful, but that the officer would have no 
right to raid the private residence were 
such games in progress without due war- 
rant. The decision created a sensa- 
tion in Louisville and other cities where 
attempts have been made to run rooms. 
A similar argument to that in Judge 
Buckley’s opinion in which he dismissed 
the Louisville poglroom operators was 
made in police court in this city by At- 
torney E. P. Farrell, who was defending 
the proprietor of the Phenix poolroom. 
He also took the position that there was 
no law in the state making it an offense 
to ryn a poolroom. His client wgs, how- 
ever, held over to the grand jury and no 
poolrooms are now in operation in Lex- 
ington.

MAY NOT BE PERMITTED 


Richmond, Va., January 29.—(Special.) 
In the Virginia legislature a resolution 
has been introduced by Senator Mor- 
ris directing the finance committee 
to inquire into the expediency of 
the board of sinking fund commissioners 
selling the state’s interest in the Rich- 
mond, Fredericksburg and Potomac Rafl- 
road Company as authorized or instructed 
by a bill passed at the last regular ses- 
sion. The resolution lies over. If recalls 
the great fight made at the regular ses- 
sion over granting a charter to the Sea- 
board Air-Line to build a road from here 
to Washington. That was by far the 


most interesting railroad fight in Virginia | 


in recent years. The Seaboard runs over 
the Richmond, Fredericksburg and Po- 
tomac and against the protests of the 
state officers. At the same time the com- 
panion bill was passed providing for the 
sale of the state’s interest in the Rich- 
mond, Fredericksburg and Potomac at 
no less than $200 per share for its hold- 
ings. The Seaboard put up a $50,000 bond 


to guarantee that this price should be 
realized and another of $75,000 to guaran- 
tee that work on the line to Washington 
should De commenced in eighteen months 
and completed in three years. The board 
of sinking fund commissioners is about 
to advertise for bids for the sale of the 
state’s holdings, which are quoted con- 
siderably above $29, and it is to deter- 
mine the wisdom of making the sale that 
today’s resolution was offered. 

Another interesting feature of today 
was the report of the house committee 
on court as to whether the appointment 
of Judge Dew to the office of supreme 
auditor. made by the governor when Jo- 
siah Ryland died, holds to the expiration 
of the term or whether the legislature 
shall elect at this session. The majority 
of the committee thinks Judge Dew is 
entitled to hold until the end of the 
term next January, while the minority 
holds that the legislature can elect now. 
Action was deferred to await the action 
of the senate committee on the same 
question. 


LOCAL OPTION BILL PASSES _ 
IN TENNESSEE LEGISLATURE 


Nashville, Tenn., January 29.—(Spe- 
clial.)\—The house today passed the bill 
extending the provisions of the four- 
mile law to towns of 5,000 people. This is 
virtually a tocal option bill, as it provides 
that it shall only be effective where a 
majority of the people vote to re-incor- 
porate and secure advantage of the iaw. 
The house also passed a bill to provice a 
uniform course of study in the public 
schools of the state to be prepared by the 
state superintendent. Mr. Collier intro- 
duced a bill in the house that will pro- 
voke a warm fight. The bill prohibits jus- 
tices of the peace from opening offices or 
dcing busiress outside of the civil distiict 
for which he was elected, or from associa-

Mr. Lay introduced a bill to divide Union 
county into four civil ditricts, thus mak- 
ing the election law apply to that 
county. The house rejected several bills, 
including measures to extend the prop- 
erty rights of women, and to repeal the 
law giving unclaimed bodies to medical 
colleges. Captain Joe W. Morton, after 
he was elected secretary of state today, 
announced that he would appoint Hollum 
W. Goodloe, of Crockett county, to be 
chief clerk, and his son, W. H. Morton, 
second clerk.

The 
number of arrests for the year was 3,475, 
being 101 less than for the previous year.

the smallest number was made in May—

McAlister, Death and Campbell Get 
Long Sentnces, While Kerr Is 
Sent Up fcr Fifteen Years. 
Scathing Address by 
the Judge. 


Paterson, N. J., January 29.—Walter C. 
McAlister, William A. Death and Andrew 
J.. Campbell, who were found guilty of 


murder in the second degree for the kKill- 
ing of Jennie Bosschieter, on October’ 18, 


1900, by the administration of chloral and 

‘subsequent rape, together with George J. 
Kerr, who pleaded non vult contendre to 
@ charge of rape, were brought into the 
court of oyer and terminer here today for 
sentence by Judge Dixon. McAlister, 
Campbell and Death were each sentenced 
to thirty years’ imprisonment at hard 
labor, and Kerr to fifteen years impris- 
onment at hard labor. The sentences of 
all the men are the full terms of impris- 
onment which the law provides, but in 
the case of Kerr a fine of $1,000 might 
have been added. 

The courthouse was crowded. In the 
courtroom were the father, stepmother 
and sister of Jennie Bosschieter. Coun- 
se] for all the defendants pleaded for 
clemency. McAlister and Campbell look- 
ed extremely pale and Death had the ap- 
pearance of suffering greatly under the 
strain. . 

Judge Dixon, addressing the three pris- 
Ooners, said: 


“You stand convicted of murder in the 
second degree, tiud you been round gulity 
of murder in the first degree the punish- 
ment would have been death, but the 
leniency of the jury in the exercise of 
their lawitul autno:ity saved you from 
the galiows. We must administer laws 
as they are. It is true tnese sentences 
will destroy your lives, obliterating every 
prospect of 4n honorable existence among 
the peopie. The court cannot .make any 
distinction, but must sentence you tor 
this crime. 

“I trust the fearful consequences from 
this crime will help young men and young 
women of this community and point out 
to them that they cannot hope to secure 
happiness outside of virtue and honor. 
The sentence of the court is tnat each 
of you be imprisoned in the state prison 
at Trenton at hard labor for a term of 
thirty years.”’ 

George J. Kerr was then called to the 
bar, and by his attorney entered a plea 
of non vult contendre to the charge of 
assault. Counsel asked the court to ex- 
ercise clemency. He spoke of the pris- 
oher’s father, said to be dying, and of 
his sister, wife and six children. 
Dixon at once passed sentence.. He said: 

“The evidence in this case does not say 
that you helped in administering the drug, 
but participated in the ravishment of tne 
girl. in one respect your case is worse 
than the others. You were older and had 
more obligations for virtue. You had a 
wife, worthy of the highest arfections, 
and children for your concern, but you 
disregarded all and permitted vourselr to 
drift away from a proper domestic life, 
and now you stand here a wreck of vice 
and crime, and such a crime! No wonder 
it shocked the community and startled 
every womanly and: manly heart. That 
pitiless ride, that dastardly outrage, the 
poor victim laid dead by the roadside, 
regardiess of whether she would be found 
by kind friends or by beasts. How gladly 
would [ spare your relatives, but in the 
exercise of my duty I cannot withhold 
anything which the sentence of the law 
requires. The sentence of the court is

McAlister, Death, Campbell and Kerr 
made the following statement to the pub- 
lic this afternoon: 


“We are resigned to our fate and pro- 
pose to face the future with manly hearts, 
dark as it is. We have felt heretofore 
that it was useless to say anything to 
relieve our situation, as the storm of pub- 
lic indignation was such that anything 
said by us would have been misjnter- 
preted. 

“We could say many things that would 
tend to abate the public indignation, but 
Wwe propose to bear our punishment in 
silence. 

“We propose to earn the three days a 
month which the law remits for good 
behavior in the state prison and we hope 
and pray that the community will sus- 
pend final judgment until, by good con- 
duct and proper lives, we shall earn 
their commendation. 

“We are content to suffer ourselves,

FRIAR HATEFUL 
TU THE FILIPINOS 


Rumor That They Will Be-Re-

Movement Begun, If Friars Are Res- 
tored by Pope, To Become Prot- 
estants—Members of Fed- 
eral Party Head the 
Movement. 


Meanila, January 29.—Buencamino and 
some of the other Filipino leadefs in Ma- 
nila have about decided to become pro- 
testants and are considering the organi- 
zation of an evangelical church. In an 
interview today Buencamino said he had 
learned that the pope had decided to re- 
Store the friars to their former position 
in the Philippines and Buencamino added 
that the Filipinos would not submit to 
that and thg effect would be that they 
will shortly leave the Catholic church in 
greal numbers. No public meeting has 
been held, but the leaders of the move- 
ment tmneet privately tonight to discuss 
the question with the Rev. James B. 
Rogers, a missionary of the Presbyteria 
board, who advises the establishment of 
an eyangélica] church. The principals in 
the project are Buencamino, Dr. Rosario, 
Tavara and Flores. All of these men are 
members of the executive committee of 
the federal party. But Chief Justice 
Arellano and Attorney General Torres, 
the remaining members of that commit- 
tee, adhere strictly to the Catholic 
church and have distinctly declared the 
movement toward Protestantism doe3 
not emanate from the party organiza- 
tion, nor is it connected with the orzani- 
zation. 

Archbishop Chappelle’s legal adviser re- 
iterated the statement often made that 
the friars will not be sent into the dis- 
trictgs where the people object to them. 
He remarked, however, that the arch- 
bishop hag received a great number of re- 
quests from Filipinos for the return of 
the friars. 

The Rev. Mr. Rogers said there had 
been no pretestant proselyting, but that 
many persons in outlying districts were 
turping to protestantism and that many 
residents of Manila would doubtless do 
likewise. 

Dr, Kruger, the German consul general 
here. has cabled to the Berlin govern- 
ment asking that the German ambassa- 
dor at Washington be instructed to 
diplomatically urge the passage of the 
Spooner bill.

Danced with Victoria, 


Philadelphia Press: ‘‘Richard, I am told 
thee has been dancing with the queen. <1 
do hope, my son, thee will not marry out 
of meeting.’’ 

The good, old-fashioned Quaker sim- 
plicity and distrust of royalty were never 
better exhibited than in these words of 
the mother of the late Richard Vaux. 
They were her first greeting to him on his 
return home from the court of St. James 
after his memorable exvloit at the court 
ball in Buckingham palace, when he at- 
tained the distinction of being the only 
American who ever danced with Queen 
Victoria, 

It was in 1837. Mr. Vaux’s position as 
secretary of Mr. Stevenson, United States 
minister to the court of St. James. was in 
itself a noteworthy one, and brought him 
at once into social prominence in London. 
but his exceptional personal attributes. 
his brilllancy of conversation. charm of 
person, ervulsite manners, elegance of 
diction and gallantry of carriage made 
him the beau ideal of a court cavalier 
and a welcome guest in the houses of 
the nobility, whence he was received and 
welcomed with open arms. No one. there- 
fore, was greatly surprised in court cir- 
cles when it became known that. the 
young queen had singled him out for a 
signal honor; and had commanded that he 
attend the court ball at Buckingham 
palace which was to be given in honor of 
her coronation. 

When, however, the night of the ball 
arrived and the “queen's cotillion” set 
was formed, and the guests beheld Rich- 
ard Vaux, arrayed in his brilliant court 
costume, take his place in it, a position 
that was supposed to be reserved for 
royalty alone, there was surprise and ex- 
eitement indeed. Then the music struck 
up and the gallant} young American 
threaded his way throuch the intricacies 
of the royal dance, bearing himself witht 
an air of grace and confidence that was 
wonderful to behold. The queen was seen 
to smile in gracious approval as he took 
her hand and led her through the evolu- 
tions of the dance. And there was nota 
man present who would not have given 
a coronet to win so coveted a distinc- 
tion, 

After’ that Mr. Vaux’s career was a 
series of brilliant social triumphs. In his 
candidacy for congress in 1890 certain vot- 
ers in his district resented his having 
danced with the queen of England, and 
used the fact against him as a reflection 
on his democracy.

Washington, January 29.—(Special.)—The 
@ne topic discussed in Washington today 
is whether there will or will not be an 
extra session of the new congress imme- 
diately following the demise of the pres- 
ént congress on the 4th of March. At the 
meeting of the cabinet, which was a much 
longer one than is usual, the question 
was discussed In conn@tion with Secre- 
tary Root’s report on conditions in Cuba. 
That the Cuban constitution, now being 
framed at Havana, should be considered 
by congress as soon after its completion 
as possible, is regarded by the president 
and Secretary Root as absolutely neces- 
sary, else there will be as much discon- 
tent, and nobody believes it possible to 
secure such action at this session of con- 
gress. Then the president wants some 
legislation toward civil government in the 
Philippines. The fact that the memorial 
of Dr. Frank Bourns and his associates 
of the federal party is given so much 
prominence by the administration leaders 
show that the request for legislation it 
contains meets the president's approval. 
The president has been opposed to an ex- 
tra session, for such sessions are generally 
not welcomed by the party in power; but 
with those very necessary measures to 
be acted upén and with much other leg- 
islation clamoring for recOgnition, the 
reasons for an extra session s to him 
to be rapidly multiplying and becoming 
more important. 

The bill making reductions in war reve- 
nue is hung up in the senate with no ap- 
parent prospects of early consideration, 
and although Secretary Gage {is advising 
against very material reductions, the 
interests which have urged these reduc- 
tions are insistent. There is an apparent 
clash between these interests and those 
back of the river and harbor bill, and all 
these clashes serve to complicate the sit- 
uation. : 


“If we insist on passing the bill pro- 
,. Viding for the reduction of the war rev- 
“@€nue tax at the present session, it will 


-. vDrevent the passage of the river and har- 


bor bill. For my part I am opposed to 
the passage of the revenue bill at the sac- 
r-fice of the river and harbor bill and 
unlegs the former is made a strict party 
measure I,am disposed to vote against its 
consideration at the present session,’”’ was 
the significant statement made today with 
all seriousness by Senator Elkins, of West 
Virginia, who, in addition to being a 
member of the republican steering com- 
mittee is also a member of the senate 
c. mmittee on commerce. 

“I do not see how we can avoid an ex- 
tra session,’ continued Senator Elkins, 
“if we expect to put through all the leg- 
isiation that is mapped out for us. There 
are all of the big appropriation bills yet 
to be considered, and in addition, the 
president is insisting that congress shall 
act upon the new constitution for the 
government of Cuba and alsvw some defin- 
ite action by congress in connection with 
the government in the Philippine istands. 
Al! these subjects are of great import- 
ance and should not be disposed of hur- 
riedly or without serious deliberation. In- 
dividually. I am opposed to an extra ses- 
sion of congress, but I do mot at present 
see how it can be avoided unlcss we de- 
fer action upon some of these great ques- 
tions which are now being urged for im- 
mediate consideration.”’ 

“IT am not prepared to say what the 
finance committee proposes to do with 
regard to the bill reducing the war rev- 
enue tax,’’ said Senator Elkins, ‘‘but I am 
in favor of deferring action on that meas- 
ure rather than see the rivet and harbor 
bill fail. I have been unable to discover 
a universal demand for the repeal of the 
war tax at this time,‘and in my judgment 
it can be continued without serious in- 
jury to any one until we know what our 
expenditures during the present session 
are going to be. So far as I can learn,there 
is no urgent demand for the repeal of the 
war tax except in a few instances, and 
in my judgment there is not likely te be 
any serious injury inflicted upon any of 
the interests involved by a continuance 
of the present tax. There is, however,

NOT LOVE ALONE TOOK

Besides Desire To Bid Farewell to 
Dying Grandmother He Wanted 
To Collect the Money His 
Uncle Had Borrowed 
Years Ago. 


Berlin, January 23.—The Vorwaerts (so- 
cialist organ) today printed a remarkable 
story to thg effect that Emperor Wil- 
liam’s sudden departure for England 
was not only dug to a desire to bid fare- 
weil to his dying grandmother, but still 
more to the prince of Wales’ urgent wish 
to settle a private debt affair to the em- 


peror before ascending the throne. This 
debt, The Verwaerts asserted, amounted | 


to 24,000,000 marks, which Emperor Fred- 
erick, immediately after beginning his 
reign, loaned the prince of Wales-in order 
to place the JjJatter in a position to pay 
accuinulated debts to the amount of %,- 


000.000 marks. The loaned money, it was 


further asserted, was part of the savings 
amounting to 56,000,000 left to Emperor 
William I. Count von Stolberg, then 
minister of the imperial househld, The 
Verwaerts also says, vainly opposed the 
paying out of the 24,000,000 marks and 
thereupon. resigned. 
Kaiser Not in Debt. 

From the most trustworthy sources it 
is ascertained that there is no foundation 
whatever for the rumors, frequently ap- 
pearing in the German’ press, that Em- 
peror William is largely indebted to Herr 
Kréx1 and other Germah capitalists. 

On the contrary, the kaiser is not only 
without debts, but he is saving money 
yearly for his children. 

Few of the morning papers comment 
upon the appointment of Emperor Wil- 
liam to be fleld marshal of the British 
army. The Berliner Neueste Nachtrich- 


ten says: 

“Tt is gratifying that the excellent re- 
lations which King Edward has always 
fostered with the czar found a compli- 
ment today in the friendly personal re- 
lations between Emperor William and 
the ruler of England.” 

The Post says: ° 

“Thig spontaneous mark of honor 
proves that the suggestion of certain pa- 
pers that the coolness between the prince 
of Wales and the emperor will not be 
without influence between the two coun- 
tries is destitute of all foundation.” 

The Berliner Tageblatt says: 

“A man like the emperor will know, 
when a fitting occasion appears, how to 
breathe life into his position of a field 
marshal of the British army, which in 
itself ig purely ornamental. It may tair- 
ly be affirmed without exaggeration that 
Emperor William today is the most popu- 
lar man in England and there is no need 
to add that the fact. is to the advantage 
of the 100,000 Germang living under the 
British flag and otherwise bound to Great 
Britain by the closest commercial ties.”’ 


Object to Anglomania. 


At the same time there is much head- 
shaking in regard to Emperor William’s,. 
pronounced Anglomania and the whole 
tenor of his world policy which, however, 
without the good will of Great Britain, Js 
generally regpgnized as an impossibility. 

It is noteworthy how coolly the Ger- 
man press treats the news regarding the 
honors shown to Emperor William and 
the crown prince in England. Compara- 
tively few comment at all. However, the 
alleged remark of the kaiser with refer- 
ence to the little sympathy displuyea by 
the reichstag and Prussian diet in con- 
nection with the death of Queen Victoria 
although further repudiated, still contin- 
ues to be challenged even by ultra-con- 
servative papers. 

The Kreuz Zeitung for instance, em- 
phatically denies that the werman legisla- 
tive bodies had any réason to act other- 
wise than they did. It cites Great 


|'Britain’s behavior at the death of Em- 


peror Willlam I, when parliament did not 
adjourn and when the prince of Wales 
“coolly cabied” his silver wedding .the 
following day: 

“Even on the recent occasion of the 
death of the @uke of Saxe-Weimar, a 
man venerated throughout Germany, the 
reichstag did not adjourn,” says The 
Kieuz Zeitung, “and in that case the 
court went into mourning for only three 
days.”’

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WORKING ON CONSTITUTION. 


Cuban Comvention Is Proceeding 
Rapidly with Discussion. 

Havana, January 29.—The Cuban con- 
stitutional convention 1 progressing rap- 
idly with the discussion of the draft con- 
stitution submitted by the central com- 
mittee. Two important articles for con- 
sideration will deal with universal suf- 
frage and the powers of provincial gov- 
ernments. When once these have been 
disposed of, the work of drafting the 
final project will be a matter of only a 
few days. 

In the course of today’s discussion sev- 
eral interesting arguments were made on 
the liability of the president of the re- 
public for crimes committed against the 
State and on the method of trying the 
president for such offenses. 

General Rivera favored holding 
president liable for any infraction of 
law. 

Senor Nunez and Senor Rafael Portuon- 
do —— that he should be liable only 
for tréasonable acts. The latter view was 
favored by a majority of the delegates 
amd the article referring to the Hability 
was slightly amended, the sénate retain- 
ing authority to try the president for 
treasonable acts, and the only penalty 
being removal from office. This, however, 
does not revoke the right of the courts 
to hold the president amenable. 

A further article was added to the fourth 
section, giving the right to expe! any for- 
eigner who might be regarded as “‘per- 


niclous to the government.” 
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REBELLION PLANNED BY POLES 


| Evidence Found by Prussian Author- 
| ities Against Secret Societies. 

Berlin, January 29.~The Prussian au- 
thorities in the Polish provinces of Prus- 
sia. have discovered evidence of the ex- 
istence of secret societies aiming at a 
revolutionary rising. A number of ar- 
rests have been made in Posen. One of 
the ring leaders, a medical studenc 
named Bolevski, escaped across the Aus- 
trian frontier. 

On Emperor William’s birthday an in- 
dignation.meeting was held by the Poles 
in Posen to. protest against the recent 
postal practice of not delivering mail 
matter addressed to Poles. It was large- 
ly attended, and speeches were made by 
prominent Polish members of the reich- 
stag and diet, one of whom said that 
Emperor William must drop the title of 
grand duke of Posen if he will not rec- 
ognize the Polish language.

San Juan, Porto Rico, January 29.—A 
joint resolution was introduced in the 
house today and adopted praying the 
United States congress to pass legislation 
levying a tariff on coffee entering the 
United States from all countries except 
Porto Rico, thus protecting the produce 
of the island.

AGRICULTURE IN LOUISIANA. 


Director Stubbs Appears Before In- 
dustrial Commission. 


Washirgton, January 29.—Dr. William 
C. Stubbs, director of the state experi- 
ment station-at Baton Ruuge, La., testi- 
fied before the industrial commission to- 
day upon the agricultural interests of 
Louisiana. He said that in recent years 
the condition of the farmer had material]- 
ly improved and there is a_ disposition 
throughout the state to embellish the 
home. He said that the experiment sta- 
tions have proved very beneficial to the 
industries of his state by developing 
methods which have brought the farmer 
out of the_primitive condition in which he 
existed several years ago. 

The public school system in Louisiana, 
he said, is mot adapted to any agricul- 
tura] interests, and in his opinion agricul- 
tural and natural science should add to 
the course study. He said there were 
fewer good roads in. Louisiana than in 
almost any other state of the union, be- 
cause of the alluvial condition of its soil 
and the absence of material with which 
to construct roads. He said that the con-

Cowes, Isle of Wight, January 29.—King , 


Edward left Cowes for London this morn- 
ing. 

The coffin will be borne from Osborne 
house by the Queen’s Highlanders Friday 
at 1:4 p. m., to a gun carriage. The 
household of the late queen, the royal 
servants and the tenantry will be drawn 
up on the carriage drive. The queen’s 
pipers will lead the procession through the 
king’s gate to Trinity pier. There will 
be an imposing military display along the 
route, massed bands and drummers play- 
ing funeral marches. 

Behind the coffin will walk Admiral Sir 
Michael Culm-Seymour, first and principal 
aid de camp to the queen since 1899; the 
king, Emperor William, the duke of Con- 
naught, Crown Prince Frederick William 
of Germany, the duke of York, Prince 
Henry of Prussia, ‘Prince Christian of 
Schleswig-Holstein, and other princes. 
Then will come Queen Alexandra, the 
duchess of York and other princesses. 

Blue Jackets ‘to Bear Coffin. 

Blue jackets will bear the coffin from 
the pier to the royal yacht Alberta, where 
Admiral Culme-Seymour, four naval] aid 
de camps and two ladies in waiting will 
accompany the remains. 

The king, the queen, Emperor William 
and other members of the royal family 
will embark on board the royal yacht 
Victoria and Albert. 

The main wing of Osborne house is ex- 
pected to become the residence of Prin- 
cess Beatrice in her capacity as governor 
of the Isle of Wight. The other part of 
the house will be reserved for the king. 

General Sir Probyn, comptroller and 
treasurer of the household of the prince 
of Wales since 1877; is mentioned as likely 
succeed Lord Pétham-Clinton as mas- 
ter of the household. The office is in the 
personal gift of the king. 

Crown Prince Frederick of Denmark is 
expected to arrive in London tomorrow. 

Prince Henry of Prussia sailed for Kiel 
yesterday on board the German battle- 
ship Baden, accompanied by the coast de- 
fense ship Hagen. 

King Edward in Lon¢on. 

London, January 29.—King Edward and 
the duke of Cambridge arrived in London 
at 3 o’clock this afternoon. A large crowd 
welcomed the king at Victoria station. 
His train was preceded by a pilot en- 
gine. His majesty was vociferously 
cheered on his way to Marlborough house.

Queen Wrote Explicit Directions for 
Her Interment in 1862. 
London, January 29.—The earl marshal, 
the duke of Norfolk, was unable to see 
King Edward in order to obtain his ma- 
jesty’s final sanction for the funeral ar- 

ements. 

Nemeth Victoria’s explicit dfrections as 
to her funeral were written in 1862,"" says 
Truth, “and have not been altered in 
any material respect. It was her wish 
that the ceremonials should copy that of 
Prince Albert’s funeral so far as possi- 
ble. The queen wilt™be the first English 
sovereign who will not be buried at night 
and by toréh light.”

Negro Crusade in Indiana. 

It may not occur to Congressman 
Crumpacker, of Indiana, that the 
wholesale crusade against negroes in 
his state is violative of the rights se- 
cured to them by the constitution of 
the United States, but it must appear 
so to others 

The story told by the dispatches from 
Indiana is filled with detail sufficient 
to call for,a congressional inquiry as 
to whether citizens of that state are 
not discriminated against because of 
their éolor. White men have com- 
mitted murder in that state without 
calling down the penalty of deportation 
against all their associates. White men 
have sold their votes in ‘blocks of 
five,” as can be learned by reference to 
Mr. Dudley, without any wholesale in- 
dictments to rid the state of their pres- 
ence. White men, in turn, have pur- 
chased white votes without making a 
subsequent effort to have them indicted 
for the sale. For every negro idler or 
roustabout lying. about in an Indiana 
saloon a dozen white men can be found 
doing the same thing, yet the organi- 
gation for the clearing out of the ne- 
gro loafer does not include the corre- 
sponding element of the white popula- 
tion. ‘What is all this but rank dis- 
crimination because of “color or pre- 
vious condition?” It is an edict for the 
wholesale slaughter of the negro race, 
for presumably every other community 
has the same right of deportation and 
exclusion, and if the rule becomes thus 
univérsal, where is the negro to go, 
gave to offer himself as a sacrifice to 
‘race hatred and prejudice? 

Nor does the recital stop here. After 
branding the whole negro race as “an 
obnoxious class,” marking them as idie 
and vicious, accusing them of vote 
selling and bad citizenship, we are told 
that in the other towns to which ne- 
groes may go in search of the God-given 
right to live that they are ordered on. 
‘Vigilance committees take the refugee 
in hand, not in a spirit of kindness 
nor of help, but for the purpose of 
starting him on a footrace down the 
public highway, with a certain allot- 
ment of time in which to be beyond 
bullet range. Surely if “Uncle Tom” 
should return to life he would find a 
great revolution in progress—the “un- 
derground railway” converted into a 
path of death, and with the fleeing ne- 
groes seeking escape by way of the 
south instead of along the old familiar

He is here without his own volition, 
and ‘is entitled to his life. He is en- 
titled to residence, to an opportunity 
to support himself, to protection and 
encouragement in the raising of his 
family, and to reasonable ambition in 
acquiring the rewards which stand as 
an answer to the practice of the moral- 
ities. All this the south gives. him 
freely. All this, with very few excep- 
tions, was given him even in his days 
of servitude. To all of this he is en- 
titled today, not only in Georgia and 
Mississippi, but in Indiana, Illinois and 
Pennsylvania as well. 

The demand must go up for the 
acknowledgment of the negro’s right 
to live north as well as south. He has 
the same right to choose his domicile 
as the white man, he should be pro- 
tected in the exercise of it. Of what 
use is the ballot, so long as the citi- 
zen is deprived of the right of domi- 
cile necessary to exercise it? 

Those people who always gush in 
sympathy for victims far removed, 
looking over those close at hand, would 
do well to revise their programme and 
see that the negro is permitted to live 
in peace in any state of the union he 
may select. 


The Memory of Burns. 

The effect of such a club as that in 
which Atlanta ennually honors the 
memory of Robert Burns is seen in the 
development of the human sympathy 
centering around the humble Scottish 
bard. 

The fact is that the Burns Club has 
become a genuine literary circle, edu- 
cative to the mind and enlarging of the 
human sympathies. For three years 
past Judge Joseph H.; Lumpkin has de- 
livered the annual address, in which 
he has thrown such a delicate luster 
over the grave of the poet that all 
would gather thereat as at a shrine. A 
letter read before the members at the 
recent celebration by Colonel Donald 
M. Bain, the president, from Hon. John 
W. Akin, of Cartersville, so embalms 
the human thought of Burns that it 
is worthy of preservation: “When 1 
was a boy and quite young man I did 
not appreciate Burns as I do now,” Mr. 
Akin wrote. “As time passes and the 
burdens and cares of life multiply, 
and age comes on, and we both see and 
feel more of the world and of man- 
kind, Burns grows greater and greater 
to us. He is, indeed, the poet of the 
human heart. In a recent address on 
Sidney Lanier I classed Burns among 
the ‘great poets of the earth’—Homer, 
Horace. Milton, Shakespeare, Tenny- 
son and Burns.” The reference made 
to Burns was: 

And dear, sweet, loving and lovable 
Burns, the poet of the heart, the poct of 
the poor and the weak, the poet of h- 
man beings with sins and sorrows and 
foibles and fears and joys and loves. Ah, 
Robbie Burns, Robbie Burns, how we love 
thee and forgive thee! How nearer dost 
thou seem to us, and how: dearer dost 
thou grow to us, as we see more of life, 
and feel more of its cares, and _ suffer 
more of its buffeting, and begin to peep 
over the top of the hill which ‘we mdaun 
totter down!”’ 

These beautiful words express a kin- 
dred feeling felt by the people of Geor- 
gia for Lanier, who sang of the soil 
upon which he w&s born. Why not a 
Lanier Club for Atlanta on the same 
plan as that by which the Scotsman’s 
name is held in honor? 
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How News Travels Today. 

Some idea of the progress which the 
world has made during the ninéteenth 
century may be obtained by comparing 
the rate at which news traveled fifty 
or seventy-five years ago with the rate 
at which it travels today under the 
impulse of the electric current. 

When Queen Victoria ascended the 
throne in 1837 more than forty-five 
days were required for the news, 
giving in detail the circumstances 
attendant upon her assumption of 
the crown, to reach America. In 
bold contrast with this tardy rate 
of travel came the announcement 
of her death last week. Within 
ten minutes from the time when 
the physicians announced that her 
royal pulse had ceased to beat, tele- 
grams were received on this side of the 
water conveying the sad intelligence, 
and almost instantly thereafter the 
newspapers of every important town 
and city in the United States were 
proclaiming the particulars of the oc- 
currence. Thus in less than sixty- 
four years the achievement of science 
has accelerated the speed of transmit- 
ting news across the water fr forty- 
five days to ten minutes. 

This represents only one phase of 
the progress which time has wrought 
during the past one hundred years. 
Surely one can hardly contemplate the 
wonders of science during the nine- 
teenth century without renewing his 
faith in miracles and feeling curious to 
lift the veil which hides the future. 
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Really an Improvement. 

We are gratified to find an improve- 
ment in the tone of newspapers hith- 
erto hostile in regard to crime condi- 
tions, a noted case being that of The 
Philadelphia Press, which now discuss- 
es crime and its punishment on its own 
basis, without attempting to section- 
alize it. 

After referring to certain recent oc- 
currences, The Press comes to the con- 
clusion that the people really move 
sometimes because the machinery of 
l.w has not proven effective. In states 
where a return to the death penalty 
is urged, it is pointed out that it is not 
the penalty that affects the people, but 
the wholesome fear that no penalty of 
any sort will be reached—hence the 
necessity of stiffening up the law, in- 
stead of denouncing. the people whose 
aggressive movement is but a symptom 
of the real disease. Then says The 
Press: 

It is doubtful if any change will be 
mede in the laws of any of these states 
on this subject. It is just as doubtful if 
it would make any difference In the num- 
ber of murders and lynchings committed 
if it were. The most effectual bar against 
murder and lynching that could be raised 
would be the certainty of speedy trials 
and the prompt and sure infliction of 
whavever penalty the law prescribes. The 
doubt whether there will be any tria] and, 
even if one occurs, the strong probability 
that it will be dragged out for years and 
finally end in a miscarriage of justice is 
what nerves the arm of an _ infuriated 
mob. The question is not raised what 
punishment will be inflicted, but whether 
there will be any punishment at all, and 
CONCLUDING FROM PAST EXPERI- 
ENCE THAT THERE WILL BE NONE, 
THE MOB PROCEEDS TO TAKE VEN- 
GEANCE ITSELF. 

To..emphasize this contention, The 
Press declares that the most trust- 
worthy statistics show that in 1900 
there were committed 8,275 murders, 


and only 119 executions took place, or 
about one execution ‘to seventy mur- 
ders. It is true that there were 107 
lynchings, but: only thirty-nine of 
these were for murder, and it is not 
certain in how many instances the pen- 
alty was rightly inflicted. 
the lynchings for murder are added to 
the 119 legal executions, it will make 
only 158 murderers punis for 8,275 
murders, or one punishment to each 
fifty-two crimes. “As long,” says The 
Press, “as this disparity continues it is 
fo be feared that lynchings will oc- 
cur, It is the certainty of punishment 
and not its degree of which criminals 
stand in terror, and legislatures can 
employ their time better in making 
the former sure than in bothering with 
the latter.” | 

In which statement The Constitution 
can join. We have fought persistent- 
ly against the impediments by whic” 
the wheels of courts have become 
clogged. The removal of the field for 
mere legal play and the presentation 
of the court as an agency whose time

decision will be a decision indeed, will 
make a wonderful revolution. 


Why It Is Difficult. 

The difficulties in the way of one 
people being in political relationship 
with another are often of the most pe- 
culiar character, but none the less vex- 
atious. 

The other day a cavalcade drew up 
in front of the palace in Havana and 
called for General Wood. This body 
of two hundred mounted men and wo- 
men had ridden in from Pinar de] Rio 
on a mission of great local moment, 
and their success at court was watched 
with deep concern. The spokesman 
explained to General Wood that the 
Cuban was beginning to feel good 
again. The shock of war was over, 
the dead had been decéntly buried, 
there was a surplus of provisions 4nd 
wines in the lockers, and Cuban blood 
having reached a bounding stage, there 
was a desire for fun and frivolity along 
familiar lines. The chicken? Yes, the 
chicken had whiled away many a lone- 
ly Cuban hour, and if ‘el generale’ 
would be good enough, they would 
appreciate a few games to recall the 
good old days. 

General Wood was faced by a prob- 
lem. Acting under American ideas, 
the cockpit had been closed up, but 
the Cuban would prefer the reopen- 
ing of the sport to the possession of a 
local legislature. It was but a foible, 
but the human mind is controlled by 
foibles. To refuse permission for a 
cockpit might breed a revolution, so 
that it was well that General Wood 
asked for time, so that he may find 
some means through which he will be 
officially blind to the “fiesta.” 

Temperament must be considered by 
the man who would succeed with peo- 
ple.

Bwen before the 
late queen has been buried the scheming 
begins, and the gussip of impending 
changes is heard above the sobs of the 
perfunctory mourners. As civil service 
rules do not apply in the royal house- 
hold, as elsewhere in England, it is very 
likely that there will be a general “shake 
up,”” especially as the queen consort and 
the present “mistress of the robes” speak 
only officially as they pass. She belongs 
to the “‘set’’ that objected to the admis-. 
sion of some of the tast friends of the 
prit.ce of Wales, and her fair head will no 
doubt fall in the official basket. The 
mistress of the robes is the most im- 
portant position in the royal household 
that is filled by a woman. She has charge 
of the entire establishment, and is gen- 
erally a titled woman, at least a duchess. 
She alsa directs and snubs the eight 
maids of honor to the queen. The maids 
of honor are daughters of noble families, 
and their only duties are to dress stylish- 
ly, look pretty and attend the queen, 

In addition to the mistress of the robes, 
the maids of honor and the requisite pal- 
ace executive officials, there is a long 
list of the titles and duties of each which 
sounds queer to the American ear. They 
are: Sergeant at arms and assistant, 
joint hereditary great chamberlain, poet 
laureate, lady of the bed chamber, an 
extra lady of the bed chamber, also, an 
extra bed chamber woman for ‘the royal 
baby, gentleman usher of the black rod, 
secretary and enuerry, an assistant 
equerry, lord in waiting, physician extra- 
ordinary, groom in waiting, page of the 
back stairs, gentleman usher, assistant 


gentleman usher, master of the house- 
hoid and assistant, master of ceremonies 
and assistant, two extra lords in waiting, 
gtoom of the privy chamber, groom in 
waiting, clerk of the closet, deputy clerk 
of the closet, master of the buckhounds, 
page of honor, page of the presence, 
eight pages in waiting, gold stick in wait. 
ing, gentleman of the wine cellars, dent- 
ist extraordinary, physician and ac- 
coucher extraordinary, master of the 
horse, and hereditary grand falconer or 
hawk fiyer. 

Each of the children of the royal fam)- 
ly has a similar ‘‘household” list of aris- 
tocratic lords and ladies in waiting, but 
not so numerous as that of the royal 
pair.

OUR SOLDIERS 


IN CHINA 


NOW HAVE AN EASY TIME 


Headquarters China Relief Expedition, | 
Camp Reilly, Pekin. China, December 1). 
(Special correspondence.)—Of course the 
people at home are interested in how 
their soldier boys are wintering in China. 
All the world loves a lover, and all man- 
kind admires a soldier. especially if that 
soldier has weathered storms of shot and 
shell, carried the flag of his choice to 
glorious victory, and then settled down 
to his old place and talks of other 
things. That is the American soldier. 
He was not born within the barracks, 
nor has he lived all his life within ear- 
shot of a morning gun. But when his 
country needed him, he was there. He 
didn't know all about a rifle, and couldn’t 
tell you how many grains of powder 
was in a Remington or Springfield car:- 
ridge. He hadn’t learned to walk like 
a machine, or bring his hand up to his 
visor with the accuracy and certainty 
of an automaton. But when there was 
work to be done—a town to take, a hill 
to assault, or an enemy to make scarce— 
he was very much in evidence. For fur- 
ther particulars in this regard, the read- 
er is respectfully referred to Messrs. 
Toral, Cevera and Blanco, of Spain, late 
of Cuba! Mr. Aggie Nal Dough, whom 
the census man has failed to locate, or 


to learn to just what extent he has beat- 
en the world’s sprinting record, and 
lastly to his royal man without a high- 
ness, Prince Tuan, who departed in such 
haste from this vicinity, leaving his fa- 
vorite chopsticks concealing their faces 
in a bowl of rice. Other testimony might 
be adduced, but recent history is cor- 
roborative, and it is not likely that any 
one will wiifully challenge the assertion 
that the American soldier is ‘all right.” 

Now that the greater part of the strife 
in China is over, the American army is 
settled down for the long, hard winter. 
For three weeks the mercury has been 
very low, but no snow has fallen. The 
ground is frozen. The three chief rivers 
in this section of what was the celestial 
kingdom (now occupled by “foreign dev- 
ils’’), are frozen solid, and communia- 


tions between the capital and Tung Choy, 
Tein Tsin and Taku is carried on over 
the wagon roads, which are patrolled day 
and night by detachments of men from 
the various armies. Local weather 
records indicate that the cold increases in 
intensity until about the last of January 
each year, often remaining for a week 
or a fortnight at 8 or 10 degrees below. 
This weather is very severe upon the 
commands which have been on duty in 
the Philippines, but provision by way of 
extra clothing, blankets, gloves, etc.,- has 
been made and it is quite safe to say 
that no suffering from the cold will re- 
sult. 

It will sound rather chilly to the people 
in the United States when they are told 
that the various commands, artillery, 
cavalry and infantry, are mostly quar- 
tered in sibley tents. In this park, which 
surrounds the famous Temple of Agri- 
culture, and which is completely encir- 
cled by a wall twenty feet high and near- 
ly three miles in length, are the white 
tents of the Americans—officers and men. 
In all the tents fireplaces have been built 
by Chinese workmen, and these, kept 
going with coal supplied by the quarter- 
master’s department, render the. living 
places of the men very comfortable, de- 
spite the strong winds which sweep this 
vast plain with frigid breath, carryinx 
tons and tons of sand from the sur- 
rounding country and depositing it about 
the city. The coal is mined at Koneo- 
Chan, forty-five miles to the north, and 
is brought to the camp on the backs of 
camels. A whole caravan of these ani- 
mals may be seen almost any day wenc® 
ing its way along the roads, while froin 
the hump of the leading came] flies the 
American flag, insuring protection to 
beast and man. The coal is anthracite, 
but is of very hard formation, and only 
burns well when broken into bits with 
an axe or heavy hammer. This refining 
process is performed by the soldiers after 
the coal is issued to them. 

When General Chaffee decided to quar- 
ter his men in tents for the winter, there 
was considerable criticism, and the ex- 
ample of the British, Germans and Jap- 
anese, who were housed in deserted Chi- 
nese buildings, was pointed to as worthy 
of emulation. But General Chaffee had 
his way, as he usually does, and his 
judgment is now being highly com- 
mended. There never was fewer sick 
men in the various commands, while the 
German and English hospitals are filled 
with soldiers. The foreign troops have 
seen the wisdom of General Chaffee's 
decision, and are now borrowing tents 
from the Americans. 

It is creditable that our army here is 
better supplied in nearly all respects 
than any of the other forces in China. 
This is somewhat galling to the French 
and Germans, who have vaunted their 
completeness of equipment for field or 
garrison. But they have been compelled 
to retract some of their statements, and 
for many necessities have borrowed 
from the Americans. This must not, of 
course, be understood as a matter of 
one soldier borrowing from another. Not 
at all. The commanders of the other 
armies, lacking a certain necessary 4ar- 
ticle, have “borrowed’’ it, perhaps in 
hundreds of thousands from the Ameri- 
can general commanding. Only yester- 
day our quartermaster’s department 
‘loaned’ 200 stoves to the German army! 

The American soldier is having the

best time of his soldier-life just now. 
His duties are not excessive, though he 
drills twice a day, even with the sand 
wind howling; his quarters are ample 
and comfortable, the hospital service 


good, and—aye, here’s the rub—he is get- 


ting all the healthful, substantial food 
his husky nature may call for. When 
he hears the mess call he knows it does 
not mean— 

“Soupey, soupey, without a single bean; 
Porkey, porkey, porkey, without a bit 
of lean: 
Coffey, coffey, 

ever seen!”’ 
but a good, square meal of beef and po- 
tatoes, coffee and bread, vegetables, eggs 
and (sometimes) cake! Besides. their 
regular ration the boys buy much of 
the outside from Chinese hawkers and 
farmers, who are given passes within 
the compound to dispose of their goods. 
Eggs are especially plentiful, and the 
number consumed is most_ surprising. 
They are cheap, too, and if the soldier 
is a good trader, he will get 100 for a 
Mexican dollar, or two for a cent, United 
States coin. As the eggs appear in large 
numbers, so also do they disappear in 
great quantities. For a soldier to pur- 
chase a gold dollar’s worth (200 eggs) for 
his own use is a fact of hourly occur- 
rence. Did any one of the folks at home 
remark that such a supply should last 
the soldiers all winter? Don't you be- 
lieve it. That soldier proceeds to soft 
boil one dozen of those eggs for break- 
fast. At dinner time he still has an appe- 
tite for eggs, and another dozen is miss- 
ing in the basket under the bunk. Per- 
haps at night the company cook serves 
eggs to the men, and the basket has a 
rest, but if not, there ts likely to be a 
third attack upon the hen fruit. Is this 
an exaggerated statement? Nota bit of 
it. But for fear the story might be 
doubted, I want to mention a name in 
connection with a still greater feat. 

Bugler Slocum is a member of company 
‘‘M,”” Ninth Infantry, attached to head- 
quarters. The other day he was a little 
hungrier than usual, and he thought he 
would have a few eggs for dinner, so he 
boiled a dozen and a half, which he ate, 
in addition to the regular meal. Not quite 
satisfied, Slocum, who likes eggs scram. 
bled an equal number, ate them and then 
sat down to smoke his pipe and think 
it over. Three dozen eggs he had eaten 
and presumably digested. Some one 
called Slocum the “egg exterminator,’ 
and the name will stick. The wonder 
is that he in turn was not exterminated 
by the eggs. But no; he is uninjured 
and biows his bugle regularly. It is said 
that he is never so happy as when 
sounding ‘‘mess,’’ for he is probably 
thinking of the world of eggs still un- 
born and yet uneaten. But in fairness 
to Slocum, a phrase of the street may be 
used. He is not the only one, oh, 
dear, no! 

Besides their comforts already men- 
tioned, the soldiers will have several 
luxuries during the winter that are de- 
nied the boys in the other foreign armies 
here. A fine, large bath house has been 
completed, and hot and cold baths may 
be taken at stated times, each company 
being assigned a particular day. A read- 
ing and writing room is now being 
erected, and theatricals are being pre- 
pared for the winter evenings. 

The officers are encouraging such 
diversions, and a committee of them is 
conferring with Lieutenant Harper, ajd- 
de-camp to General Chaffee, toward a 
series of athietic meetings, open to the 
officers and men of all the armies, for 
the winter. Lieutenant Schofield, of the 
Ninth Infantry, formerly a famous haif- 
back, will look out for American |jaureis 
on a football field; Lieutenant Manus Mc- 
Closkey, Fifth Artillery, with a picked 
team, will show the English officers how 
to play cricket, while Captain Forsyth, 
of the Sixth Cavalry, and Captain Till- 
son, Fourteenth Infantry, wil: give the 
foreigners a chance to see what Ameri- 
can horsemanship is like. 

General Chaffee, with his multitudinous 
duties—military, diplomatic and _  ordi- 
nary—finds time to interest himsélf in 
such matters, and has encouraged his 
subordinates to Keep the athletic bal! 
rolling. He says, correctly enough, that 
he has now the healthiest force in China, 
and he purposes that when summer 
comes again his men will be in as perfect 
a physical condition as ever men were 
emerging from a fierce northern winter. 

This very man, the major general com- 
manding the American forces in China, 
is an interesting study. He is full of 
business, yet He never rushes, excepting 
when a town needs taking or an enemy 
a thrashing. There are no “airs” about 
Chaffee. His coming or going is not at- 
tended with a blare of trumpets and the 
wasting of good wder. He does not ride 
a prancing stallion or give loud corm- 
mands. Going about the camp he is 
usually aione, talking to an officer in one 
lace, a sentry in another. Very often 
e actually enters the tents of the men 
and sometimes catches them with a roar- 
ing wood fire when strict orders say 
that coal only shall be used. These are 
interesting moments to the boys, and in-

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THE. DUKE OF ROXBURGHE. 
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of great titles and 
estates and has recently won military 
distinctions in South Africa. He  gsuc- 
ceeded in 1892 to the ducal title with its 
subsidiary honors of marquis of Bow- 
mont and Cessford, earl of Roxburghe, 
earl of Kelso, Wscount Broxmouth and 
Baron Ker on the death of his father, 
the seventh duke. 

The duke’s mother, with her family of 
two vounger sons and three unmarried 
daughters, the eldest married daughter 
being Lady Marguret Orr-Ewing, still re- 
sides with the duke at Floors castle, Kel- 
so, in Roxburgshire, on the Scottish bor- 
der, where the Kers have long been a 
power. Both the present duchess of Rox- 
burghe and the duke’s grandmother were 
long intimately associated with the court 
in personal attendance upon the late 
Queen Victoria as ladies of the bed- 
chamber, while the duke’s mother was, 
in addition, mistress of the robes from 
1880 to 1885 and was an especial friend of 
the queen. 

Through his mother, Lady Anne Spen- 
cer-Churchill, who was the fourth daugh- 
ter of the seventh dukg of Marlborough 
and sister of Lord Randolph Churchill, 
the duke of Roxburghe is a first cousjn of 
the present duke of Marlborough, and in 
this way has already close connection 
with American families. 

Rumor of an engagement of the duke 
of Roxburghe with an American belle in 
English society got abroad some two 
years ago, and if the present report 
should be confirmed one more alliance 
will be added to the list of Anglo-Ameri- 
can marriages of note, which are said to 
be nearly approaching 400 in number. 

The duke’s family name, Innes-Ker, is 
due to the union of two families in 1566, 
when the descent passed into the female 
line through on heiress of the Kers. That 
family had received the royal barony of 
Auld Roxburghe as early as 1452. <A Sir ; 
Robert Ker accompagied James VI of 
Scotiand into England and some years! 
later was created earl of Roxurghe. 
The dukedom was conferred nearly a 
hundred years later on the fith earl, who 
was a secretary of state and Knight of 
the Garter. With the fourth duke the 
dbrect male line begame extinct, and 
several claimants came forward in virtue 
of their descent from branches in previ- 
ous generations. The house of lords final- 
ly decided in 1812 in favor of Sir James 
Innes-Norcliffe, the great-grandfather of 
the present duke. In addition to the 
magnificent seat of Floors castle, the 
duke has an ancestral estate at Brox- 
mouth park, Dunbar, Haddingtonshire 

Miss Astor, the second child of Wiiliam 
Waldorf Astor, was for several years 
brought up in retirement with her govér- 
ness and companions at Clivender. Since 
her debut she has been made much of in 
English society and round her name has 
centered mych gossip of an impending 
engagement with tnis or that man of 
title.

Just at this juncture when West Point 
is the focal center of popular interest, 
growing out of the hazing investigation, 
which has been in progress for some 
time, it is interesting to note that several 
influential parties are urging the appoint- 
ment of of Major Charles H. Muir, of the 
Thirty-eighth United States volunteer in- 
fantry, as superintendent of the United 
States Military Academy at West Point. 
Men who are supposed to énjoy the confi- 
dence of the president are credited with 
predicting the appointment of Major 
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MAJOR CHARLES H. MUIR. 
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Muir. who. in addition to his recognized 
qualifications for the office, has recently 
won the gratitude of the government by 
his gallant services tn the late war with 
Spain. 

Major Muir has distinguished himself 
a number of times on the field of battle. 
He is classed as one of the best rifle 
shots in the United States, and is con- 
sidered by many as the best all around 
rifle shot in the world His accuracy 
with the rifle played him good service 
during the Cuban war, when, it is Pe« 
ported, he kept a section of Spanisa 
artillery out of action by the deadly use 
of his rifle. He picked off the gunners as 
they appeared until the cannon was final- 
ly abandoned. At the breaking out of the 
war with Spain Major Muir was orderéd 
to Santiago with his regiment, and was 
in the fighting from the start to the 
finish. After his regiment returped to 
Montuck Point he was sent to the Phil'p- 
pines, where he was known as the “Hi- 
king fighting major.’’ Brigadier General 
Theofore Schwan, commended him high- 
ly for the service he rendered during this 
campaign. Major Muir was selected to 
go to China as aid de camp to General 
Chaffee. where he served until the trouble 
was ended. Although he was selected for 
special duty by the war department while 
in China. during the negotiation of the 
terms of peace. he applied to rejoin his 
regimen‘:. which was fighting in the 
Philippines. The request was _ granted, 
and he is now scouting in the field after 
the enemy. Major Muir was reared on a 
farm in Michigan, and in 1881 entered 
West Point afier passing a competitive 
examination. Ho was graduated with 
high honors and was promoted to be gec- 
ond lieutenant of the Seventeenth in- 
fantry. At the time of the Indian out- 
break at Pine Ridge, Muir was in the 
Réekvy mountain hunting, aml by 
forced marches hastened back to his post 
and volunteered to fight. He served all 
through the campaign under General 
Brooke. He is an honor graduate of the 
United States Infantry and Cavalry 
school, class of 18%, and was assistant 
professor of engineering of the school 
from that time until he went to the Span- 
ish war.

Rumor has it that the Twenty-ninth 
United States volunteer infantry has 
been ordered back from the Philippines 
to be mustered out at Fort McPherson. 

While this information has been _re- 
ceived from an unofficial source, it is re- 
garded by many as perfectly reliable. 
Officers at the fort at present have not 
been notified by the war department of 
any such orders. 

The Twenty-ninth regiment was _ re- 
cruited at McPherson and has been doing 
duty in the Philippines for some time. 
Many of its men ate well Known in At- 
lanta. Several of its officers are particu- 
larly well remembered. . 

A battalion of the Eleventh United 
States infantry is now located at Fort 
McPherson. Major Macksin is command- 
ing officer at the fort and his son, Lieu- 
tenant Macksin, is adjutant. Since be- 
ing quartered at McPherson the men of 
the Eleventh have nut the grounds in 
srlendid shape. 

During the Spanish-American war the 
parade ground was occupied by hospital 
buildings, but these have been removed 
and the place restored to its original 
beauty. 

If the Twenty-ninth regiment is brought 
here to be mustered out it will be quar- 
tered somewhere on the government 
grounds at McPherson. 

It is expected that in the event the 
regiment returns many of the men will 
be left*behind, having secured desirable 
positions under the civil government. It 
is also probable that the regiment now 
stationed at the post will be ordered to 
the Philippines at any time. 

The war department has issued orders 
that men recruited in this section shall 
be sent to McPherson to join the bat- 
talion of the regiment now quartered 
there. The gther battalions are scattered, 
one of them being at Governor's Island, 
in New York harbor, and the other at 
Washington barracks, Washington, D. C. 

It is expected that as fast as regi- 
ments of volunteers return from the Phil- 
ippines their places will be filled by regi- 
ments that have been doing duty in this 


country since the war with Spain.

Atlanta is to have a new enterrris= 
added to her list of manufacturing indus- 
tries. A petiticn was filed in the sup¢rior 
court yesterday by Payne & Tye asking 
for a charter for the Atlanta Steel Hoop 
Company, the incorporators mentioned 
being the following well-known citizens: 
Cc. E. Currier, G. W. Connors, Frank 
Hawkins, J. N. Goddard, Abner W. Cal- 
houn, J. K. Ottley, S. T. Weyman, P. H. 
Mynahan and J. Carroll Payne. 

In addition to its manufacturing fea- 
ture, the petition also asks for the right 
to establish an electric light plant, as 
may be necessary to the conduct of the 
business, and also for the privilege to 
furnish electric power or lights to others 
upon terms such as the company may 
deem proper. 

The company proposes to manufacture 
various forms of steel hoops and cotton 
ties, also to manufacture pig iron and 
steel, including the conversion of pig fron 
into steel and rolling the same into all 
various shapes used in the trades, in any 
manner in which the saimne can be uscd 
and manufactured for domestic and com- 
mercial purposes. The capita? stock of 
the concern is placed at $50,000, with the 
privilege to increase to $250,000 when de- 
sired, the stock to be divided into shares 
of $100 each. 

The incorporators ask for the right to 
procure such buildings, warerooms, ma- 
chinery an1 electric light plants as may 
be needed in the conduct of the business. 
The right to operate the plant by steam 
or electricity, as may be desired, is also 
requested. 

The petition also asks for the right for 
the company: to do a Beneral mercantile 
business of every description, as may he 
veful and expedient in the conduct of the 
business.

TAX PAYERS GIVEN MORE TIME 


Texas Legislature Is Hard at Work 
Every Day. , 
Austin, Tex., January 28.—(Special.)— 
There was no session of the senate this 
morning while the house was open a 
short while only, consideration being had 
of the bill extending the time ninety days 
in which taxpayers in the flood-stricken 
districts of Texas can make payments on 
their 1900 taxes. It was passed finally. A 
bill was introduced in the house provid- 
ing for a 2 per cent tax on the gross re- 
ceipts of a corporation either within or 
without the state doing business in Texas 
in coal oil, naptha, benzine, mineral oll 
or petroleum of any kind. A joint reso- 
lution was introduced exempting from 
taxation for a period of ten years all fac- 
tories of any kind now in course of erec- 
tion or to be erected in Texas between 
now and the close of 1913. A bill was in- 
troduced providing that no insurance cvn- 
‘tract shall be held void because of imma- 
terial misrepresentations made in the ap- 
plication thereof or in the contract of in- 
surance and providing that no defense 
shall be Yalid unless the defendant shall 
show on the trial that within reasonable 
time after discovery of the falsity of the 
representation so made shall be a tender 
to insured, if living or dead, to the bene- 
ficfaries ot said contract, all premiums 
paid thereon, together with legal interest, 
and give public notice that it refused to 
be bound by the contract or policy.

The petition de- 
clares the proposed prize fight to be a 
nuisance and a restraining order ig want- 
ed on that account rather than under 
any of the sections of the Ohio statutes 
pertaining to prize fights.

NEW RIFLES POR 
GEORGIA BATTERY 


First Modern Light Artillery Guas for 
State Troops. 


GOVERNOR ORDERED THEM 


To Be Sent the Chatham Artillery 
at Savannah. 


COST OF GUNS IS ABOUT $8,000 


They Will Be Paid for Out of Geor- 
gia’s Share of General Fund. 


Governor Candler signed a requisition 
yesterday for the first modern light ar- 
tillery rifles ever secured for a command 
of the Georgia state troops. ~ 

This requisition calls for two 3.2-inc 
breechloading rifles, the same as are now 
in use by the light artillery of the United 
States army, together with caissons, am- 
munition and all necessary uipment, 
to be sent to the Chatham tillery, at 
Savannah, the oldest artillery company 


of continuous organization in the United 
States. * 

This requisition is directed to the sec- 
retary of war, who has charge of the 
fund appropriated by congress for the 
state militia of the different states. Geor- 
gia’s share ‘of this fund of $1,000,000 is 
about $27,600 a year, and the cost of all 
arms and equipments secured from the 
general government comes out of this 
fund. 

The two guns and all the necessary 
equipment asked for for the Chatham 
Artillery will take up about $8,000 of this 
appropriation. The guns themselves cost 
about $1,600 each, while the caissons are 
even more expensive. Each necessary 
item had to be named in the requisition 
and a value is placed upon each piece 
asked for. By the time the freight to 
Savannah is paid the cost will reach 
fully up to the figure named. 

As will be seen, these two guns will 
cut a considerable hole in Georgia’s allot- 
ment of the general military tund. Much 
of it has already been expended for uni- 
forms for the state troops, which were 
secured from the general government and 
distributed to the different commands 
shortly after the reorganization. There 
is still some of it left, however, and good 
use will be made of all that is coming to 
the state. 

The Chatham Artillery has made con- 
tinuous and persistent efforts to secure 
these modern guns for several years. 
They were working hard for them when 
the Spanish-American war came along 
and then there were none to spare. Gov- 
ernor Candier recently received informa- 
tion that the war department was ready 
to fill requisitions for such guns, and he 
promptly signed the requisition. Many 
members of the Cha.uams were in one of 
the Georgia batteries in the recent war. 
They then got a taste of the work with 
the new guns and it was hard for them 
to go back to drilling with the old muzzle 
loaders. They will, therefore, heartily 
welcome the arrival of this improved ar- 
tillery. 

Governor Candtér, in his letter to the 
secretary of war, asked that the new 
guns be sent so as to arrive in Savannah 
before February 22d, as the battery wants 
to use them on -Washington’s birthday. 
He thinks it prebable that the request 
will be complied with.

Lumpkin, P. J.—J. Findings of fact made 
by an auditor in favor of a plaintiff cannot 
be treated as ‘‘unwarranted’’ merely because 
of defects in his petition. 

2. A defendant is not entitled to the bene- 
fit of any defense which should be made by 
answer and as to which his answer is silent. 

3. Showing that a return of nulla bona has 
been made upon an execution is not the ex- 
clusive method of proving the insolvency of 
the defendant therein. 

4. A creditor of an insolvent corporation 
suing exclusively for his own benefit may 
proceed against stockholders for balances due 
upon their stock subscriptions without join- 
ing with them other stockholders similariy 
liable, 

5. Though the sum named in a promissory 
nots as principal may in fact inelude actual 
principal and usurious tnterest, yet !f sucn 
note stipulates for 8 per cent, interest from 
maturity, the true principal bears that rate

Lumpkin, P, J.—When a foreclosure pro- 
ceeding directed against two adjoining lots 
deals with the land therein embraced as an 
entire parcel or tract, and neither by alle- 
gation nor prayer places one lot upon a dif- 
ferent footing or status from the other, a 
verdict in the plaintiff's favor, though suf- 
ficiently déseribing one lot and very inde-

The following is a report of the dissenting 
opinion of Justice Lewis in the case of Flan- 
hl survivor, v. Coleman (269), January 

Lewls, J., dissenting.—!. When an insolvent 
debtor, for the purpose of preventing his cred- 
itors from subjecting his property to their 
debts, causes title to realty purchased with 
his individual means to be made to his wife, 
with the understanding that the title is to 
remain in her only until he can compromise or 
settle with his creditors, and afterwards he 
does compromise with them, and his wife 
thereupon deeds him the property conveyed to 
her, she has no further interest or title, legal 
or equitable, in the property thus conveyed by 
her to her husband, and no order of. court is 
necessary to make such conveyance binding 
upon her. In no legal sense is such property 
her separate estate within the meaning of 
the statute which declares that a wife cannot 
sell her separate estate to her husband with- 
out an order of the superior court. 

2. Where for the purposes above indicated 
the wife acquires titlé to the property of her 
husband, and his mercantile business is there- 
after conducted in her name, and under these 
circumstances one in good faith extends credit 
to the wife, honestly believing that she has a 
right to encumber the property which she gives 
as security for her debt; and where, for the 
purposes mentioned in the preceding paragreph, 
the husband afterwards acquires a deed to the 
property, and enters into this same mercantile 
business in his own name, taking up the wife's 
note and mortgage by giving his own note and 
mortgage on the same property to secure the 
amount of the wife’s devot, as well as an addi- 
tional sum advanced him in good faith by the 
creditor, the wife is estopped from claiming 
the property as against the levy of a fi. fa. 
issued on the ‘foreclosure of the mortgage 
against her husband, at least to the amount of 
the indebtedness which she formerly undertook 
to secure by giving her mortgage on the same 
property to the same creditor. 

3. From the record in this case, the above 
is a fair construction of the transaction between 
the parties: and the verdict for the wife as 
claimant, finding the property not subject, 
was therefore contrary to law and the evi- 
dence. ‘

REFUSES 10 DOWN 
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Alabama Legislature To Act on 
Kidnaping Crime 


POWELL INTRODUCES BILL 


First Day’s Sessipn Opens with Ef- 
fort To Make Kicnaping Crime 
Punishable by Penitenti- 
ary Imprisonment—A 
Resume. 


As a direct outgrowth of the alleged 
kidnaping of Bass Frazer, the young 
Technological student, in Atlanta some 
weeks ago, Representative Powell, of 
Union Springs, Ala., the home of the 
young man, introduced a bill at yester- 
day’s session of the general assembly of 
that state making kidnaping a erjime 
punishable by imprisonment in the peni- 
tentiary. 

This action, coming as ig did on the 


lature, proves conclusively that the peo- 
ple of Union Springs still strongly ad- 
here to the original theory of Bass Fra- 
zer’s disappearance, in spite of the many 
and strenuous efforts to disprove it. 

Following the recent action of the leg- 
islative bodies of Indiana, Texas, Kan- 
sas, Virginia and Nebraska, all of whom 
were prompted to an immediate consid- 
eration of the enormity of this particu- 
lar crime and the necessity for adequate 
punishment for its participants, by the 
Cudahy kidnaping, the introduction of 
the measure has a national interest and 
significance. 

Representative Powell’s measure opened 
up afresh one of the most interesting 
cases of unaccountable disappearance that 
ever came under the observation of the 
Atlanta authorities. For, in spite of 
theories and counter theories advanced 
for the purpose of attempting .to prov 
that Bass Frazer “ran away,” not one 
particle of actual light has been thrown 
on the case. Today, weeks after The 
Constitution originally published the ex- 
clusive story, the case is filled with in- 
secrutable aspects. Any and all theories 
so far advanced are, at best, only theo- 
ries. Each one, including the kidnap- 
ing theory, can be successfully attacked 
and proved indefensible in the light of 
unbiased logic; but the instant one theory 
is displaced another bobs up which, in 
turn, is displaced with as much ease. 

Only one fact apparently remains: that 
Bass Frazer, for whose delivery, dead 
or alive, a $500 reward has been out- 
standing for weeks, I# till missing. 

The Frazer case, ¢orisidered in all its 
lights, is interesting enough to puzzle 
any man's wits. ," 

At the present time there are three 
separate and distinet theories extant. 

First, that held by the boy’s family, 
or at least a part of the family, that 
he has really been kidnaped. 

Second, that of his father, who thinks 
he has been murdered by some man or 
men who had a grudge against him. 

Third, that held by some of the in- 
Structors of the Technological school, 
that he ran away because he had been 
caught cheating. 


The kidnaping theory is based on the 
doubtful evidence of the letter from 
Memphis which stated this as a fact 
and offered to treat with the father for 
his return. The letter is the sole evi- 
dence, actual or otherwise, on which to 
prop the kidnaping supposition. It has 
many weak points. In the first place 
Bass Frazer was a full-grown man of 
some six feet, amply able to take care 
of himself. If, as the writer of the letter 
Stated, the kKkidnapers were kidnaping 
simply because “kidnaping was all the 
rage,”’ it must have been a rare order of 
intellectual genius who would select for 
his prey a strong, able bodied young 
giant, whose father was but moderately 
situated in preference to capturing one 
of many small children of rich parents 
who might have been spirited away with 
apparent ease in a city the size of At- 
lanta. Jim Graser—if there really be 
such a man—was not destined to make 
a mint of money as a professional kid- 
naper. Going on the Emersonian theory 
that every man is fitted to do some one 
particular thing better than any other 
man, this gentleman missed his logical 
vocation about as completely as can well 
be tmagined. Jim Graser might do eapi- 
tally as an understudy to a cracksman, 
but in venturing into the profession of 
kidnaping he is destined to end his davs 
in the ranks of the poverty stricken. 
His lack of discrimination would make 
Pat Crowe blush to own him. 

On the face of It, the theory that 
Bass Frazer ran away has certain evi. 
dences to support it. But when counter 
evidence is brought to play, this sem- 
blance of reasonableness vanishes. Two 
reasons are assigned by the advocates 
of the “runaway”’ theory. First, that he 
was tired of school. Second, that he 
had been caught cheating. Granted that 
he did run away from school, it is in- 
conceivable that he should have gone 
in league with confederates to mulct his 
father of money. All evidence of his 
character and past Hfe opposes this 
theory. Not only was Bass Frazer fond 
of his parents, but the very money which 
was being spent on his education had 
been earned by him during vacation. A 
boy capable of working for money with 
which to school himself, one would 
think incapable of fleecing his father. 

The theory of muraer has never been 
proved fully. Apparently there was no 
motive for any one to take Bass .Pra- 
zer's life. So far as Known,’ he had‘no 
active enemies. In Tieu af other. thév- 
ries, it is not at all untenable. There 
is nothing: to give it particular weight 
save his continued absence, and. nothing 
to disprove it for the identical reason. 

In the meantime, while theorizing is 
rife, and after the boy’s ‘father has’ been 
done out of $500 in the hope of recovering 
his son, another $500 is still to be had 
by any one who will produce the miss- 
ing boy. 

Judging by the action of other states, 
and the temper of the people of Alabama 
over the Frazer case, the Powell meas- 
ure will become a law.

“Captain W. D. Grant's offer Is cer- 
tainly a very generous one and serves 
well to indicate the general interest in 
the movement to place the ownership of 
exposition buildings with the-city. Cap- 
tain Grant offers in support of the plan 
very much more tha his holdings in the 
company which owns the buildings, The 
other stocks offered have a market value 
aggregating from $250 to $300. They were 
all taken and paid for by Captain Grant 
from a standpoint of public spirit, and 
he is now willing to go further and do- 
nate the entire amount in order that the 
buildings may become the property of the 
city, and thus be retained for public use 
and benefit, 

‘The fair association has made no spe- 
cial canvass among the. stockholders of 
the Amusement Company to learn thelr 
disposition regarding the present move- 
ment.

January Yesterday Closed 80 Points

New York, January 29.—It was not a lively 
Gay on the cotton exchange, nor were there 
Sensational developments in connection with 
the January deal. Traders were suspicious 
throughout the session and slow to take on 
new responsibilities while the January manipu- 
Jation was in progress. The speculative public 
settled accounts and withdrew. There were 
all sorts of sensational and conflicting ru- 
mors in circulation concerning the purpose 
of the bull clique, but these lacked substan- 
tial backing and failed to more than keep 
the market in a fever of unrest and uncer- 
tainty. On the first call the feeling was 
about steady, with the general list unchanged 
to 2 points higher, while January, after open- 
ing at an advance of 20 points, scored an 
additional bulge of 40 points on the initial 
call. Soon afterwards a jump to 11.75 oc- 
curred, but later there was a reaction to 11.50 
under profit-taking by local longs. By noon 
@nother spurt of covering had advanced that 
option to 11.95, around which it clung until 
the last hour. The late months were listless 
and stuck tenaciously to about the closing 
figures of yesterday. Any notable advance 
invariably brought out long stuff, while any 
decline in price started generous buying for

LIVERPOOL NOT INFLUENCED. 


Spots in Limited Demand at a Slight 


Decline. 


H. and B. Beer, New Orleans, in their cot- 
ton letter of yesterday, say: It was not 
thought that the pyrotechnical advance of 
January in New York owing to the squeeze 
would probably have a steadying influence 
on Liverpool. Contrary to expectations, 
market recorded a decline on spots, 
demand even then was limited.

PRICES MOVED NARROWLY 


Weakness in the Two Leaders Car- 
ried Prices Down, Leaving Few 
Insignificant Net Gains 
Among Larger List 
of Losses. 


New York, January 29.—The stock market 
was again dominated by St. Paul today with 
some incidental disturbance from the erratic 
fluctuations of Steel and Wire. These two 
stocks really made the market and prices 
moved somewhat narrowly and on a small mar- 
gin of transactions in sympathy with them 
throughout the day. Southern Pacific was a 
notable exception to the general tendency of 
the market. It was bought largely all day 
and in the late dealings rose to 47, carrying 
some other stocks, notably among the Grangers 
and Pacifics, with it. But renewed weakness 
in the two leaders carried prices, except tor 
Southern Pacific, down again, leaving only a 
few insignificant net gains among the larger 
list of losses. There was no news to account 
for the movement in Southern Pacific, beyond 
the argument of the speculators in the stock 
that an advance in its price was long over- 
due. Mobile and Ohio made a very notable 
rise of 6%, accompanied by rumors of absorp- 
tion or control by the Illinois Central. New 
York Central gained 2 points on very light 
transactions and Manhattan and Leather 
showed s:gns of strength. American Express 
gained 4% without any explanatory news. The 
opening break in St. Paul was violent, the stock 
dipping 4% to 150 under the pressure of heavy 
blocks to sell, Later in the day it got high as 
153 twice and wavered uncertainly between 
that and 1I51, closing with a net loss of 2%. 
The emphatic disclaimer by all the St. Paul 
authorities who were quoted of yesterday's 
explicit assertions that arrangements had been 
completed for the transfer of control to Great 
Northern Pacific made it clear that whatever 
plans were in operation to that result 
about, there were objections among St. Paul 
stockholders to it. That a very large portion 
of the heavy dealings in the stock are purely 
speculative is manifest from the fact that yes- 
terday’s transactions alone aggregated more 
than half the number of the total share capital 
of the company. This could only be the result 
of large professional traders being in and out 
of the stock on a heavy scale, perhaps many 
times in the course of a single day. Steel and 
Wire the low point was made at 39 svon after 
the opening, and the stock then rebounded to 
above 41 before the announcement was given 
out that the promised statement would be 
withheld until 3 p. m., instead of being pub- 
lished at It o'clock. During the afternoon 
the stock got as high as 41%, but closed ata 
net loss of *#..

New York, January 29.—The Commercial Ad- 
vertiser’s London financial cablegram says: 
The stock market here was idle today and 
steady. 

The American department was active. It 
began dull and weakened on early sales by 
cables from New York. Then on New York 
bidding after the opening in Wall street there 
was a rally which closed the market here 
practically well. Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul moved erratically, but for the most part 
it was flat on the receipt of fresh contradic- 
tions of the Hill deal. 

General contangoes, which began at 6, fin- 
ished at 5. On St. Paul and Northern Pacific 
issues it was 4.per cent. 

Money is stiffening on demands for the end 
of the month and for settlement. Call loans 
were 4 and 4% per cent; time money rates 4. 
The bank is still doing a good business in 
loans at 5%. Bills are easy at 4 1-16, Paris 
taking the most of those offered. 

There is some talk of reduction of the bank 
rate. The bank has been strengthened so 
much by revenue collections and its recent 
borrowings that the genera] market for money 
has been brought under control. It is also 
thought, however, that the bank would be 
willing to help the government to float the new 
loan that is to be issued. But opinion is di- 
vided on this question, and anyhow the ut- 
most expected in the way of reduction is 4%. 

It is thought that the Berlin rate also will be 
reduced.

“Pelang,”’ *“‘De Nice Leetle Canadienne,” 
“De Snow-bird,”” Drummond. 

With the touch of the artist Miss Louise 
Romare interpreted Shubert’s “My Sweet 
Repose,” and Iiszt’s “Hark! Hark! the 
Lark.” Her next selections included 
Chaminade’s ‘‘La Lisonjera,’’ and Grieg’s 
“Papiliion,” and she charmed her au- 
dience into enthusiastic applause. 

As few of her guests were familiar 
with the poet and his sweet songs, Miss 
Pauline Romare may be said to have 
introduced her guests and made them well 
acquainted with the French-Canadian 
poet, Willlam Henry Drummond, so de- 
lightfully did she interpret several of ‘his 
poems, They are replete with pathos 
and humor, and a word painting that 
portray Drummond as the artist as 
well as the poet. 

“He has opened a new field in poetry— 
a field so fresh, so delightful that the 
glimpse makes the person who sees it 
long to walk slowly through,” said 
Miss Romare. “He is indeed ‘the path- 
finder’ of a new land of song. What an 
entrancing way through this land he has 
marked out! Far from the bustle and 
ceaseless pulsation of cities and people, 
he has taken his reader through a crisp 
and untouched country, where ‘the Habi- 
tant’ lives. Who is this habitant? Only 
an exile—a Frenchman who through the 
generations has kept a Gallic heart, a 
soul filled with all the emotion and fira 
that is characteristic of the Latin races. 
Yet it'is not the French type one knows 
in France; it is a French Canadian, who 

_lives under English law. His manners, 
his feelings, his customs, his supersti- 
tions are drawn with unerring hand, the 
poet always sympathetic, always just. 
There is nothing of the grotesque in these 
poems, although in‘all of them the actors 
are only illiterate peasants.’ 

“In the introductory poem, ‘The Habi- 
tant,’ the reader meets the type that {s 
prevalent throughout the book, and gets 
a glimpse into the life of contentment 
,and pedce on that farm by ‘‘de rapide’”’ 
dat’s called Cheval Blanc, and here the 
pleasure of the habitant’s life is depicted 
so minutely and so graciously. that. the 
reader, too, becomes enthusiastic “with 
the seasons as they come to those hab- 
itants, and especially that summer time 
“when they feel sout’ wind a-blowin’ and 
clover a-growin’ and all de worl’ smilin’ 
laughin’ its self on de face.”’ 

“Then again when the poet has taken 
the hanitant farmer in a reminiscent 
mood, how he has drawn that picture, 
Millet like he has brought by word paint- 
ing the dear old peasant before us in 
‘‘Le Vieux Temps.’’ The old man relates 
to another, a boy perhaps, who could 
never see as it was ‘“‘de old tam long ago.”’ 
He gives a splendid picture of vitality and 
youth, ‘“‘an’ me, I’m young and strong 
like moose and not afraid noting.’’ An- 
other little poem called the snowbird is 
filled with a sparkle like sunshine over 
northern ice fields. Vividly the landscape 
comes before us; the chemin filled with 
snow; then in the distance one hears the 
faint, but cheery note of that sparrow 
who comes when all the other birds have 
deserted their summer home. This little 
winter traveler finds a place in the heart 
of the habitant and makes the ‘true 
Canadian music. 

‘But enough of giving in a rough way 
mere outlines of the poems I have select- 
ed—some of the most descriptive ones 
which I want to give you this afternoon. 
Yet of “Pelang,’’ that tragic love poem, 
I must say before I begin to read that in 
its intense pathos, the deep love, the 
unswerving fidelity it portrays, I think 
it surpasses any love poem written in 
the last ten years which is on this line. 
Throughout the poem one feels the hush 
of that winter country, the quiet of that 
“w'ite, w‘ite snow, the loneliness of the 
woman, all the sorrow of her heart when 
she says: “Where is Pelang? Only ‘Le 
Bon Dieu up above and may be de leetle 
snowbird can tell.’ ’’ 

At the conclusion of the arranged pro- 
gramme the cuests were served to a 
delicious luncheon.

At a reception given recently at Sherry 
by the Daughters of the American Revo- 
lution on the occasion of the anniversary 
of Washington's marriage, the little epi- 
sode of the ‘‘duchess’’ title leaked out 
and was the subject of much interesting 
comment. A more titting soubfriquet 
could not have been chosen for a woman 
of such attractive and commanding per- 
sonality. 

The gallantry of the compliment natu- 
rally led an Atlantian to suspect that the 
author of the remark was none other 
than a distinguished resident of that city 
and upon inquiring from Mrs. McLean 
herself such proved to be the case. 

Mrs. McLean is regent of the New 
York state chapters of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution, and a promi- 
ment candidate for president general 
of that organization. wWuring a visit to 
Atlanta in the fal] she was the admired 
guest of Mrs. John Marshall Staton. It 
was on this occasion that the Chester- 
fieldian epithet was bestowed upon the 
lady by the gallant Judge Howard Van 
Epps. In paying this very appropriate

things political. 

Mrs, McLean, of New York, is the ean- 
didate of the non-official party, the one 
opposed to the “title seeking’’ policy. She 
is virtually the ‘‘national’’ candidate. Her 
supporters contend that in Mrs. McLean 
they have a candidate who welds to- 
gether the interests of all parts of the 
country. Being a southern woman by 
birth, but a resident New Yorker, she 
has the iaterests of both north and south 
equally at heart. 

It is an interesting and significant fact 
that Georgia was the first state to come 
out openly advocating Mrs, Mialean’s 
candidacy. The Georgia chapters formed 
the resolutions of nomination, and Ten- 
nessee also followed suit. New Mexico 
has fikewise pledged its support, also 
Ohio, Michigan and California. Massa- 
chusetts and western New York state

It is quite natural that Mrs, McLean 
should receive the support of southern 
chapters.

Pushing the hair so far over the face, 
as is now the fashion, leaves the back of 
the head exposed, and, according to phre- 
nologists, exposes the bump of maternity 
to its full advantage or shows there is 
none at all. Judging from the appear- 
ance of most of the fashionable heads the 
latter is the case, but that-is really be- 
cause the hair is drawn tighter just in 
the center of the back of the head and 
pulled out at the sides, giving quite a 
false idea.

OVERSTREET’S PARITY BILL. 


Purpose of the Measure Is Outlined 
by the Author. 
Wasnington, January 29.—The report of 
Representative Overstreet, of Inéiana, 
upon the bill, and which was authorized 
by the banking committee to report to 
the hcuse, ‘‘to maintain the parity oi the 
money of the United States,” was pre- 
sented to the house today. The report de- 
clares that the bil) “reaffirms the declara- 
tion of the United States government to 
maintain the parity of all forms of money 
with the gold standard of value, and 
makes provision whereby the parity of 
the silver dollars may be maintained by 
exchange for gold at the treasury upon 

the demand of the holder.”’ 

‘What is proposed by the pending pjil,” 
rays the report, ‘‘is to give such a homo- 
geneous churacter to all the money of the 
United States that all of it will be re- 
garded as good as gold, and that none of 
‘t will be discriminated against from Cis- 
trust of its permanent parity with gold. 
If this result is accomplished, the demand 
treasury under the 
most serious conditions of commercial 
panic would be limited to the demand for 
export, or, in other words, to the excess 
of the whole volume of currency above 
the needs of a period of business de- 
rression.”’

Order Prescribing Duties of In- 
spector General Obear, 


TQ BEGIN WORK NEXT WEEK 


Inspector General Has Charge of All 
Reports, Requisitions on the 
General Government, and 
Is Directed To In- 
spect Troops. 


An important order will be issued today 
by Adjutant General J. W. Robertson. It 
relates te the particular duties of In- 
spector General William G. Obear and 
directs him at the -earliest practicable 
date to inspect each military organization 
in the state, and to instruct line and field 
officers in their administration duties. 

The order makes several changes in the 
list of duties assigned to the inspector 
general, and prescribes also the time 
within vhich the claims for quarterly 
rent must be made out and filed with the 
adjutant general. 

In accordance with the terms of the or- 
Ger, Colonel Obear will leave the city 
probably Sunday, or early in the coming 
week, to begin his inspection of the state 
troops. He will go first to Savannah, be- 
ginning with the First regiment infan- 
try. There are several military organiza- 
tions there to be inspected, and ie will 
probably be in that city for several days. 

Colonel Obear’s itinerary after that 
time has not yet been decided upwn, but 


ly as possible, and report upon the condi- 
tion of the troops, their arms and equip- 
ment. In addition to the regular organi- 
Zations of the Georgia state troops, he 
‘will also inspect and report upon the six- 
teen military schools of the state, must 
of which have in their custody and use 
guns belonging to the estate. 

The new order relating to the inspector 
general’s duties is as follows:

2. In addition to the usual duties of his of- 
fice, Colonel William B. Obear, the inspector 
general, will have supervision and control of 
the following matters: 

(a) All matters involving the admission end 
disbandment of troops, their organization, 
equipment, uniforming and training. 

(b) All matters pertaining to the military 
Prcperty belonging to or in the custody of the 
state, its care, supply, inspection and distfibu- 
tion, and it is made his aspeciai duty to take 
good solvent bonds from all officers of the fgtate 
forces and other persons t6 whom state or’ fed- 
eral property is delivered. 

(c) The auditing and approving of al) claims 
of the state troops for services, commutation, 
armory rent and all other claims whith are a 
charge on the military fund, except incidental 


4 expenses of the adjutant general's office. 


(c) Under the supervision of the governor all 
correspondence concerning military matters be- 
tween this stite and the officers of the United 
States, incluaing requisitions for ordnafce, 
quvartermaster’s and all other military stores. 

(e) He will sign all written documents and 
communications in the discharge of the above 
and all other official duties as inspector gen- 
eral and will report to the adjutant general, 
but oral communications concerning his duties 
and the interests of the state troops in the na- 
ttre of consultations need not be made for- 
mally through the regular channel but may be 
made to the adjutant general or to the gov- 
ernor direct. 

(f) He will devote as much of his time as 
possible to work in the field and will at the 
earliest practicable day inspect each military 
organization in the state and carefully in- 
struct line and field officers in their adminis- 
trative duties, in the proper preparation and 
filing of their officia] rvports, etc. 

3. Claims for rent allowance with the reports 
required to authorize their payment must be 
properly made out and filed hy company com- 
manders with the regimental adjutant on or 
before the [Oth of the month following the end 
of the quarter for which the claim is made. If 


“battalion admintsrtration is in force these papers 


must be filed with the battalion adjutant by 
the Gate ebove named, who wil! promptly for- 
ward them, if correct, to the regimental adju- 
tant and it shall be the duty of the command- 
ing officer of the regiment to forward them 
promptly to the adjutant general under no cir- 
cur.stances later than the end of the month. 
All other papers and reports must be promptly 
fcrwarded when correct, whether accompanied 
by rent claims or not.

A recent number of The Outlook should 
be of interest to Atlanta people by reason 
of an article it contains on “The Nine- 
teenth’ Century.” This article, a most 
comprehensive one, deals with the 
achievements of the past 100 years and 
treats in a broad fashion the progress 
made in science, education, theology, 
ethics, politics, sociology, literature, art, 
music and other branches. 

It is the subject of art that gives the 
article its particular loca interest. Un- 
der the caption of architecture, three 
names of men who made the century not- 
able for distinctive work are mentioned. 
One of these men—John Wellborn Root— 
was originally an Atlanta man. He is 
placed side by side in the hall of fame 
with Viollet le Due, the celebrated 
Frenchman whose restoration made for 
him a world-wide reputation, and H. H. 
Richardson, the brilliant American who 
sprung to the fore in this country at 
a time when architecture was held in 
comparatively light esteem, and whose 
work in the perfection of the undevel- 
oped Romanesque style did much toward 
stimulating a national interest in archi- 
tecture. ‘ 

Root’s work as the practical inventor 
and perfector of a system of fireproof 
structure which made possible the modern 
sky scraper is particularly stressed. 

John Wellborn Root was the son of the 
late Sidney Root. He moved north with 
his parcnts at an early age, and the fact 
that his professional activities were prin- 
cipally confined to the west gave him 
little time to visit his native home, En- 
tirely by his own efforts and at a com- 
paratively early age, he sprung into na- 
tional reputation. 

Aside from his undoubted genius as an 
artist and architect, John Root was a 
well rounded man along other lines. He 
was a brilliant writer, a discriminating 
dramatic critic, a lover of good music and 
a composer of no small ability. He was 
a conspicuous figure in the social and 
artistic life of Chicago, where his name 
is still held in reverence by countless 
friends who knew and loved him. Speak- 
ing of his various accomplishments, a 
friend said of him some time after his 
death: 

| 

“He was a Se ae and if the condi- 
tions of his profession confined him, or 
compelled him to move more slowly than 
his desire, he could always escape with 
his dream in music. To him music was 
a necessity of lifé, not a decorative inci- 
dent. In an early letter he speaks of the 
‘half starved, pinched feeling which at- 
tends deprivation from music.’ It was 
the background of thought with him, the 
ever-present principle which kept the 
world in tune. If there are elemental 
rhythms which move the planets and 
change the seasons and govern the moods 
of man, he was one of the few mortals 
So keenly poised as to be conscious of the 
vibratory song; and he passionately pass- 
éd it on to others by delicate effluence. 
I have heard him say that he never felt 
so keenly alive as in listening to the 
third Leonora overture. For him, appa- 
rently, that was the supreme triumph 
of man in art; Greek sculpture, Italian 
painting, Elizabethan poetry appealed 
more remotely to him. It may be true, 
as a famous pilanégst once said, that ‘a 
great musician was lost when John ‘Root 
took to architecture.’ 

“He slighted this accomplishment, yet 
it was based on musical scholarship and 
good training. Even among profession- 
als, one rarely encounters a musical mem- 
ory so richly stored, so ready and avail- 
able. It was always a special joy if the 
mood led him to Schubert's ‘Erl-King,’ 
for all the wild spirits of air obeyed his 
invocation and chased our shuddering 
senses through wind and night. 

“Captain Horace G. H. Tarr, of New 
York, tells a story illustrating the per- 
suasiveness of his music. 

‘‘ “The great power of the man,” he once 
said, ‘was in expression. I remember 
how he captured ‘“The Lambs” one night 
in January, 1889, when he and I invaded 
the Bohemian headquarters for supper 
after going the rounds of the theaters. 
There were ten or twelve artists of va- 
rious kinds in the room, and others in the 
supper room beyond. Some of them rec- 
ognized us and asked what we had been 
doing. ‘“‘We have been to every reputable 
theater in New York,’’ said Root, ‘‘see- 
ing the good, bad and indifferent—an act 
of this, five minutes of that.”’ ‘‘And what 
was the worst?” asked some one. “It 
was the worst I ever saw on any stage,” 
he answered, laughing; “it was Mrs. Pot- 
ter and Kyrle Bellew as Anthony and 
Cleopatra!’’ 

‘**We hushed him up by showing that 
Mr. Bellew himself was at the piano, 
trying to pick out some _ unattainable 
theme which seemed beyond his reach. 
Root was horrified at his indiscretion, but 
it was too late to make amends. Soon 
the actor went into the supper room, and 
after a moment Root swung over to the 
piano and took up unconsciously the 
strain which Bellew had been searching 
for. In another minute that audience of 
artists in both rooms was hushed and at- 
tentive—and, I assure you, it took a mas- 
ter to hush them. Mr. Bellew and others 
drifted forward from the dining room to 
listen. 
seemed too small for the stature of it, 
and when it closed with a great bang! 
bang!! there was a stormy outburst of 
bravos. 

‘“ ‘Mr. Bellew asked to be presented to 
my friend. “It is an honor to meet you,” 
he said gracefully, ‘‘and to tell you how 
much more I have enjoyed your perform- 
ance than you seem to have enjoyed 
mine.’’ 

‘**It was the only time I ever saw John 
Root at a loss for repartee. But he soon 
recovered with a delicate compliment for 
Bellew’s work in characters less robust 
than the monan warrior.’ "’

The 
surprised and indignant carpenter hur- 
ried at once to see his brather about the 
matter. He found the lawyer séated in 
his padded chair, with his patent leather 
shoes Treposi comfortably on a mahog- 
any desk, reading a newspaper and smok- 
ing a fragrant Havana, 

“ ‘Say, arley, your note for $500 is due 
and they have come back on me for pay- 
ment,’ said the carpenter as he entered. 

‘Well,’ asked the lawyer, glancing 
carelessly up from his paper, ‘why the 


devil don’t you pay it?’ 
“<*T only signed as security and to ac-

commodate you. Besides, I cannot pay 
it, as you wel! know, unless I sell or 
mortgage Iny house and lot. You are 
well fixed and can easily pay the note.’ 

“ ‘Henry,’ solemnly and slowly return- 
ed the nian of law, with his most judi- 
cious air, ‘you sheuld never assume ob- 
ligations that you are unable to meet. 
But I don’t want to be hard on you, and 
I'll tell you what.I’l] do for you, If you 
are compelled to sell your house and lot, 
I will find you a satisfactory purchaser 
and won't ask you a d— cent of commis- 
sion, either.’’ , 

“And the  noble-hearted barrister, 
wheeling around in his chair and intent- 
ly scanning his paper, signified that the 
interview-was at an end. 

“The carpenter did not accept the lib- 
eral offer his able brather had made him, 
but went* out and mortgaged his home, 
paid the note and was greatly relieved as 
time went on to find that his brother 
did not efter sult for $10 for professional 
advice.”’ 


“It isn’t the long night hours, the hard 
work or the lack of social pleasure and 
recreation that causes a newspaper 
man’s hair to turn prematurely gray and 
makes him old before his time,” said a 
veteran desk man the other night to a 
group of youthful reperters. ‘“‘No, these 
things. are. usually given the credit for 
it but they are a mere bagatelle in com- 
parison with the Httle worries that daily 
insinuate themselves tnto his life—woprries 
slight. enough in themselves, but impor- 
tant when multiplied. in the aggregate. 

“For some strange reason that I have 
never been able to fathom, the life— 
that is to say, the duties—of a newspaper 
man and the genéral details entering 
into the making of a paper are as leaves 
of a sealed book to the general public. The 
average man or woman of intelligence is 
comparatively well acquainted with the 
duties of men engaged. in less prosiac oc- 
cupations, but although the daily paper 
enters largely into their lives, they never 
seem to think it worth their while to 
peer behind the veil and become ac- 
quainted with its inner workings. The 
element of mystery I speak of is directly 
accountabie for many people entering 
newspaper work. Once in—but yos knové 
how hard it is to quit as well as I do. 

“Ignorance is also responsible for the 
worry I speak of. Nine-tenths of my 
friends seem to think that my lot is one 
to be envied by all men, and that the ef- 
fort I put forth is slight compared to 
their own. I am regarded as a man of 
infinite leisure, with time to do any and 
everything I want to, and that I am 
pleased to do things I don’t want to—an 
inexhaustible supply ‘of railroad passes 
and theater tickets at my command, anid 
generally ‘speaking, an omnipotent crea- 
ture who can be called upon to do any- 
thing at any time without causing him- 
self the slightest worry or inconven- 
fence. And for this I am to expect noth- 
ing in return. 

“In a way I can account for this pop- 
ular misconception. The average news- 
} paper man is a good-natured chap, either 
naturally or acquired. Good nature is 
one of the important materials of his 
stock in trade. He must be good-natured 
in order to win friends, for without 
friends he is a failtre. Well, he gets in 
the habit of doing things for pedple, and 
the tme comes when it’s a second nature 
with him. Las ey ; 

“Last night I decided just for fun to 
see how many things I would be called 
upon to do outside of my regular duties. 
The lst ‘s interesting. Out of twenty- 
three times I was called to the télephone, 
eleven calls were from people wanting 
personal favors One man wanted a pass 
to Macon—I know him very slightly and 
he never did me a@ favor in his life that 
I know of; another wanted me to call 
him up at 3 o'clock ‘in the morning so 
that he would catch an earfiy morning 
train; a third was looking for informa- 
tion—he wanted to know how many fights 
John L. Sullivan had engaged in and the 
number of rounds of each fight; the 
fourth was a lady who wanted me to call 
up the police and instruct them to look 
out for her pet dog, which was lost; the 
fifth was anxious for knowledge concern- 
ing the next solar eclipse, and so forth 
and so on! 

“That was only the beginning. Sev- 
eral people dropped in to see me—they 
were just passing by and wanted to talk. 
Two of them chanced to be redhot po- 
litical exponents of different theories and 
the result was a heated argument de- 
livered with emphdsis across my table. 
All this time the telephone was ringing, 
there was a stack of copy on my desk 
and the hour was late. Of course, I 
didn’t let them know I was worried, when 
in point of fact there were a dozen of 
things on my mind. 

“The strange thing about all this is 
the fact that explanations are not worth 
a cent. If you tell a’man you can’t do 
a thing he won't believe you and takes 
it for granted you don’t want to, 

“Now, the point I’m driving at is this: 
A newspaper man can’t afford to get 
mad like other people and the terrific 
Speed at which he goes, coupled with the 
constant effort at repression of his natu- 
ral feelings, wears him out. 

“The public is not to Liame for this at- 
titude toward the profession except in 
so far as ignorance is concerned, and un- 
til some chap writes a book on the sub- 
ject of newspapéf“work and the popular 
misconceptions of ft, I don't expect to 
see the point view changed. 

“I’ve spent twenty-five years doing gra- 
tuitous favors for people and I'll doubtless 
get my reward in the next world. The 
chances are, however, that I'll be called 
back on the way up to sign a petition at- 
testing to the good character of some of 
my friends and the doors will be closed 
before I’ve finished the assignment.”

Atlanta Holders in Maryland Com- 
pany Grow Suddenly 
Suspicious. 


Attorney Lee Jordan, of the firm of 
Smith & Peeples, late yesterday after- 
nogn filed a petition in the superior court 
asking that a received be appointed for 
the Atlanta agency of the Mutual Fi- 
deltiy Company, of Baltimore, Pursuant 
to the petition Judge Lumpkin appointed 
Walter Colquitt temporary receiver for 
the concern. 

The petition was filed on behalf of L. 
C. Johnston and W. B. Harvey. two At- 
lanta holders of the contracts of the Fi- 
delity company. They allege that the 
Maryland company is endeavoring to 


ware and to force new contracts upon its 
creditors. They claim they do not desire 
to enter into th4is new contract. 

It igs further alleged that it is impos- 
sible for the company to. carry’ out its 
obligations and that it did not enter into 
its contracts in good faith. The petition 
seeks to enjoin the company from sending 
any of its funds out of Georgia. 

It is claimed that the company issues 
contracts on a commercial basis and that 
the funds derived from the contracts are 
to be used for the purchase of diamonds. 
The holder of the contract pays into the 
company $1.25 per ‘week and the limit of 
the contract is 144 weeks. The company 
holds the optional power, however, to re- 
déem the contracts, after they have been 
in operation for twenty weeks, at the ex- 
piration of which time the holders have 
paid in $25. 

If the Company so desires, at this time. 
it will offer the holder a half carat dia- 
mond, and if he does not want the dia- 
mond the company purchases it from him 
for $40. At the end of 104 weeks the con- 
tract holders are entitled to draw from 
Moor company $200, they having ‘paid in 


R. L. Goodman, state manager for the 
concern, was seen last night and made 
the following statement in reference to 
the status of the company: 

“The company is about fifteen months 
old and was incorporated under a court 
charter in Baltimore. The company has 
done a prosperous business and has paid 
over $225,000. It complied with its obligd- 
tions unt six weeks ago, when R. G. 
Barrett, the assistant attorney gene-al, 
rendered a decision, stating that the 
company’s plan was inequitable, itn that 
it paid full amounts to parties, as far as 
the money would reach, and failed to 
pay other parties. 

“The contract holders in the city, have 
received a letter containing the contract 
of the Dglaware company, asking them 
to transfer the contracts from the wold 
company. This would protect them, as 
the new company is under a legislative 
charter and the contracts have n ap- 
proved by the government.”’ 

Harris & Sims and Attorney Joseph M. 
.Nealon have been retained to ‘represent 
the company in the litigation.

The work of Fire Chief Joyner and his 
men in putting out the fire in the jewelry 
store of Davis & Freeman several! nights 
ago has been highly praised by the firm 
of jewelers and also the insurance men 

interested in the matter. 

The fire occurred in the evening about 8 
o’clock, and but for the prompt work of 
the department would undoubtedly have 
resulted in great damage to the stock of 
Messrs. Davis and Freeman. The fire 
started in the front window, just back 
of which was a large case containing a 
handsome array of fine cut. glass. 

The glassware in this case, it is esti- 
mated, was worth several thousands of 
dollars, but so well was the fire han- 
dled by the firemen that none of the glass 
was injured by water. One end of the 
case was burned away and much of the 
cut glass was heated to such an extént 
that had water been thrown over it con- 
siderble damage would have resulted 
to the owners. 

“The handling of the fire by Chief 
Joyner and his men was excellent,” said 
Mr. Davis yesterday. “Not one unnec- 
essary ounce of water was used, and the 
firemen went to work with such speed 
and system that the flames were extin- 
guished in a very short time. We car-
